BRUSSELS, July 20.—Fire broke out 
in small concession and show structures 
in center of the Parc Des Attractions of 
the Exposition De Bruxelles and razed 
about 30 stands, mostly of cheaper con- 
struction than other buildings, at 2 
o'clock on the morning of July 10. For 
242 hours exposition fire brigades bat- 
tled the flames which were extinguished 
only after re-enforcements of equipment 
and more firemen had arrived from the 
city. 

In the same spot where several weeks 
ago a fire occurred, this blaze, according 
8. E. B. IL, a company controlling the 
amusement zone, was caused by defec- 
tive electrical installation or a short cir- 
cuit. ne of the larger buildings was 
reached, as some small alleys separated 
attractions such as Walter Sibley’s 
Freak Show, George Potie’s Neptune Fol- 
lies, Ehrlich’s Incubators, Hargrave and 
Friedle’s Funhouse, the Tickler, and 
Traver’s Nudist Colony.

The 
meeting, called by Whitehead for the purpose of discussing means of bettering 
conditions, was attended by some 150 performers, both indoor and outdoor. 


Speakers inclided mer from the State 
and federal departments of labor and 
cthers interested in the actor’s welfare. 
Discussion emphasized the deplorabie 
plight of actors in their relations to em- 
ployers, and Whitehead announced the 
cetermination of the AFA to “drive the 
shysters out of business.” It is expected 
that the fair circuit controversy will be 
settled in a manner satisfactory to the 
24 performers involved and that success 
in this case will act as a salutary warn- 
ing to agents and employers in making 
future contracts.

New York’s Subsidiary 


Stems 


Also Suffer in Summer Heat 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Summer makes 
temporary changes in New York City’s 
layout of Broadways. While the town 
may be known primarily for its 42d 
street to 59th street Broadway, there are 
a number of minor main stems around, 
but all of them are affected similarly by 
the hot weather, in that it sends the 
regular denizens off to beaches and re- 
sorts. The main Broadway is left main- 
ly to visiting firemen. The minor 
Broadways suffer a two-month loss in 
population. 


The other main stems have been built 
by the process of colonization and na- 
tive regimentation inherent in all 
groups. Thus Harlem’s Broadway is the 
125th street and Lenox avenue sectors, 
where the Negro section puts on its own 
Broadway parade of fashions and big 
shots. Like all the other individual 
zones, it is a picture that never tires for 
the visitor who will study and not just 
gape. 

The Bronx has no real Broadway. It 
has its street so named, but if there is 
a main stem section uptown it is really 
on Southern boulevard. However, un- 
like several of the other local sections, 


this lane has little if any color. South- 
ern boulevard has the theaters and other 
attractions and that’s about all, while 
the Grand concourse is the Bronxian 
Fifth avenue. 


Part of official Broadway in Manhat- 
tan is another Broadway: the section 
around 96th street and up and down 
some blocks. Also uptown is Riverside 
drive, the nautical Broadway. And the 
East Side Broadway has been oft de- 
scribed, as has the Chinese main street. 
The first named now has more color 
than the second. 

Brooklyn, the city’s negative boro, 
is like the Bronx in that it has no 
colorful Broadway. Around DeKalb and 
Flatbush avenues and Fulton street are 
the main theaters in Brooklyn, but the 
section also has a flock of elevated 
trains, trolleys—and no color. The per- 
ambulating Broadway section is on East- 
ern parkway, while this street and Ocean 
parkway get the motorists—especially 
the lonesome ones. 

Pitkin avenue is really most colorful, 
probably, of Brooklyn's bypaths. The 
avenue has a definite personality. For 
Brooklyn, that’s somethin’.

REORGANIZATION OF MPPA 


Greater Efficiency Is Planned 


By MPPA as Trade Association 


Outstanding new features in reorganization plan call for 
new setup, lower annual dues, collection bureaus for 
all recorded and synchronization license fees 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Reorganization of the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association has been completed, and John G. Paine, chairman of the board, has 


mailed out the new contracts to all music publishers for their signatures. 


Among 


outstanding features of the new setup is the elimination of the code of ethics, 
which is later planned to be replaced thru a trade practice, hearing with the 
Federal Trade Commission and a code adopted perhaps similar’to that under the 


late NRA. Second feature is the increased 
be admitted and the maximum dues 
dropped from $900 annually to $300 per 
year. The classes and dues will be: $300 
for Class A publisher, $200 for Class B, 
$100 for Class C, and $50 and $25, re- 
spectively, for Classes D and E. 


Third important change is a sub- 
stantial modification of the “objects” of 
the association, which is’ now set up 
strictly as a trade organization, with the 
hope that all standard and popular pub- 
lishers will join so that common prob- 
lems may be ironed out and more easily 
solved by united action. 

Fourth is the establishment of col- 
lection bureaus by MPPA so that the 
various rights and licenses will be han- 
dled by the MPPA Officially.

this themselves, but the MPPA acted as 
a clearing house. Proposal now gives of- 
ficial authority to the association to 
handle synchronization, electrical tran- 
scription and mechanical reproducing 
rights. 

At the first meeting of the association, 
under its new setup, the matter of in- 
corporation will be taken up. At pres- 
ent the MPPA is a voluntary organiza- 
tion. New officers will then be elected, 
but the contracts call for the chairman 
of the board to be the real head of the 
outfit, as in the past. Board of govern- 
ors will be elected by the membership 
and this board shall choose the officers. 
The items in the by-laws and constitu- 
tion are practically the same, also the 
method of registering titles. 

In seeking to establish it more as a 
trade asociation than in the past, John 
G. Paine, chairman of the board, has 
in niind the language of the “objects” 
provided in the constitution, such as 
keeping the members informed of all 
legislative procedures of interest to the 
industry; studying trade conditions and 
keeping the members advised of this 
and any other matter concerning the 
merchandising of their product. Clean 
competition among the publishers, un- 
hampered by bribery of singers, radio 
musicians or others is still part of the 
important end of the program. 


CBS and NBC Show 
Record June Highs 


NEW YORK, July 22. — Columbia 
Broadcasting System had the best June 
business in its history, grossing $1,066,- 
729. This compares with $925,739 in 
June, 1934. The best previous June in 
gross billing was that of 1931, when CBS 
did only $10,000 less than for the same 
period in June, 1935. 

National Broadcasting Company also 
had a record June month, grossing 
$2,380,845. Of this sum the red network 
did $1,464,124. Both red and blue webs 
of NBC were considerably ahead of 
June, 1934.

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ET LIBRARIES BOOMING 


Broadcasters Everywhere Buying 


One or More Services Forthwith 
e 
Only a handful of the NBC and CBS key outlets retain 
live talent rule—possible blow to spot talent thruout 
country—MPPA may simplify fee 
e 


NEW YORK, July 22.—According to the unprecedented scale upon which 
broadcasters thruout the country have bought electrical transcription services and 
libraries, the ET business and spot broadcasting generally should enjoy the forth- 


comiug season as the boom period of their respective existence. 


With few excep- 


tions all commercial stations have either bought one or more services or are 
negotiating a deal to acquire one or more and the present status is that an ad- 
vertiser can probably select an ET series at any local outlet and be assured of 


having the same coverage in most any 
spot he desired insofar as having the 
Same program is concerned. 

Altho the move was gaining headway 
before the National Association of Broad- 
casters convention early this month, the 
buying at the convention developed on 
a huge scale and future commitments 
were equally as large. An important new 
factor was the National . Broadcasting 
Company Thesaurus library, which for 
the first time put NBC in the running in 
earnest along these lines. NBC sold over 
40 stations as of July 15, selling to prac- 
tically all comers, such as affiliated NBC 
stations and indie outlets, except where 
there was a confliction in accounts in one 
locality. Even Columbia Broadcasting 
System affiliated stations would be sold 
according to NBC, provided, of course, 
there was not an opposition NBC outlet 
in the same territory using the service. 

World Broadcasting System is still go- 
ing strong, its recent renewal of Chevro- 
let adding a possible $75,000 to its coffers, 
making it a total of about $150,000 profit 
on the two series. WBS is reverting to 
the old-time hill and dale method of re- 
cording. Much talk was heard at the 
recent convention anent the qualities of 
the vertical and the lateral cut records. 
WBS went back to the old-style cutting 
which went out when electrical recording 
came into vogue. The current WBS disks 
are regarded as being very fine work. 


Recordings Generally Improved 


As a matter of fact the general im- 
provement in all recordings has done 
much to win the trade of the broad- 
casters. 

Electrical Research Products Corp. also 
revealed some last word recordings. 
Wired Radio thru Associated Music Pub- 
lishers is letting go some of the ERPI 
Gisks which prove to be as near a live- 
talent proposition as any. RCA Victor 
recordings used by NBC, as well as Stand- 
ard Radio Advertising, are considered 
quite faultless, and its reproducing ap- 
paratus equally good. Standard Radio, 
which had a rush of over 60 station con- 
tracts within two months, materially in- 
creased its sales during the convention 
and received definite commitments on 
other accounts. 

Numerous stations are buying the 
services of more than one library, putting 
themselves in a position to offer a 
prospective sponsor most any type of 
program. When various outfits began to 
sign up business the totals compared to 
the business of competitive services made 
it look as tho there was undue bragging 
or some outlets were canceling the 
service they now had. However, it de- 
veloped that broadcasters were on the job 
and letting no bets pass. 


MPPA Situation 


While the usual contract prevails on 
the sustaining and commercial angles, 
NBC is offering six free performances of 
its various series to its buyers, giving 
them a chance to sell it via auditions that 
cost them nothing. NBC is absorbing the 
performing rights fees for the first six 
times the station plays the disks. 

There is a possibility that after the 
first of the year the Music Publishers’ 
Protective Association will be able to issue 
a combination license that will include 
both recording and performance rights at 
the same time. These details are in the 
making and are only a possibility at this 
writing. Greater simplification of the 
entire ET situation will be the result, it 
is hoped, if such a plan goes thru, either

BOSTON, July 20.—Robert W. Gra- 
ham, radio author, has been added to 
the writing staff of Kasper Gordon 
Studios, production firm. Graham now 
writes a series broadcast on WAAB, and 
hails from vaudeville and legit. 

Two other additions to the K-G per- 
sonnel include Wentworth Cann, han- 
dling production and new accounts. He 
comes from Yankee network and WNAC. 
Edmund N. Buzzell has taken over the 
instantaneous recording department for 
the firm. 


Molle Undecided; 
Squabble With NBC 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Molle Company 
is unsettled as to its radio plans, altho 
expecting to come to a decision within 
a few days, it was stated this week, after 
the shaving-cream account and NBC 
had a tussle. Molle wanted to shift 
time but allegedly didn’t give the net- 
work sufficient notice. NBC then put 
on a show and at the end credited it to 
Molle, with Wallace Butterworth, of the 
Stack-Goble agency, attempting to take 
the mike and deny it was a Molle pres- 
entation. As a result of this “program 
interference,” NBC stated that Butter- 
worth will no longer be allowed entry 
to any NBC studios. He is a former 
NBC announcer and does the spieling on 
all Stack-Goble shows. 

Pending decision will govern whether 
Molle shifts to CBS or takes a new time 
on NBC. Thursday (18) NBC put on 
another show on Molle’s regular time 
and at the end gave the shaving-cream 
firm credit. Understood this was the 
last of the contracted Molle series, which 
presented a minstrel show. 

NBC had a previous event of similar 
nature with Hudson autos, with the ac- 
count quitting and the network putting 
on a program. Chain collected after 
some litigation. 


Huge Web Budgets Not 
Essential, Says James 


MONTREAL, july 20.—Addressing the 
Advertising Club of Montreal on Wednes- 
day, E. P. H. James, sales promotion man- 
ager of the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, brought out the fact that a large 
radio appropriation for network advertising 
is not essential. 

Mr. James revealed that the average 
network expenditure per advertiser in 1934 
was $157,000, yet 44 per cent of the net- 
work advertisers spent less than $50,000 
each. 

Subsequently Mr. James spoke on the 
NBC presentation pertaining to “A new 
measurement of the size and occupations 
of NBC radio audiences,” and supple- 
mented by “Dealers’ opinions of radio ad- 
vertising.” 


100-Watter Group 
At Work on Plans 


DETROIT, July 22.—Altho no new 
development has taken place in the or- 
ganizing details of the National Associa- 
tion of Independent Broadcasters, Inc., 
comprised of over 50 stations of the 
100-watt status, W. W. Gedge, of WMBC, 
this city, secretary of the NAIB, re- 
affirmed the stand taken at Colorado 
Springs that the NAIB will remain an 
integral part of the National Association 
of Broadcasters. 


Work is going ahead on the establish- 
ment of mechanical equipment stand- 
ards and listener interest at present and 
no station will be disqualified because 
of high or low power rating. Gedge 
will confer some time this week with 
E. A. Allen, of WLVA, Lynchburg, Va., 
president of the organization. Con- 
ferences will also be held in New York 
and Washington. 


FCC Approval 
Of KLZ Sale 


DENVER, July 22.—The purchase of 
KLZ, Columbia outlet here, by the Okla- 
homa Publishing Company, of Okla- 
homa City, has been approved by the 
Federal Communications Commission. 
Mrs. Naomi Bengston, owner, sold her 
stock to E. K. Gaylord and Inez K. Gay- 
lord, owners of the publishing company, 
which also owns WKY at Oklahoma City. 
Mrs. Bengston will remain as manager 
and no changes in staff are contem- 
plated. 

The Oklahoma Publishing Company 
also publishes The Daily Oklahoman and 
Times at Oklahoma City and, altho the 
new owner would not commit itself, 
many in Denver are of the opinion it 
will soon start a paper here. 


No Rush on NAB Code of Ethies; 
FTC Needs Another Month or So 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—James W. 
Baldwin, who succeeded Phil Loucks as 
managing director of National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters upon occasion of 
the latter’s voluntary retirement fol- 
lowing upon the convention at Colorado 
Springs, states that no action has as 
yet been taken within the industry as 
regards voluntary code of ethics, altho 
under action taken at the convention 
revisions were made of such a char- 
acter in the organization’s setup to 
make possible utilization of desirable 
trade practices, developed under NRA. 
Baldwin, while familiar with the work 
of NAB as a result of his executive 
secretaryship of radio’s code authority, 
and his former secretaryship of Federal 
Trade Commission, is proceeding slow- 
ly as regards familiarizing himself in 
detail with his new duties. 

At the Federal Trade Commission, to 
which 20 suggested trade agreements 


have been referred by Acting Adminis- 
trator James L. O’Neill, of NRA, for 
consideration by the Commission, it was 
stated no definite action as regards 
such agreements is expected for a 
month or more, at least. In the mean- 
while, the Commission is giving atten- 
tion to the setting up of machinery for 
the handling of applications for volun- 
tary codes or trade agreements, as they 
come along. 

NRA is expected to furnish the Com- 
mission with some of its personnel, in 
due time, to be made up of those whose 
experiences with NRA should prove of 
value to the trade body in its work. 
No information is being made available 
at this time as to such of the applica- 
tions for trade agreements as have 
reached the Commission. In all, around 
100 such applications are said to have 
been filed with NRA, in some form of 
the other. No information as to any 
of these is being made public, however.

Woodbury Script 
Gets Into Court 


NEW YORK, July 20. — National 
Broadcasting Co., John H. Woodbury 
Company and Nick Dawson, radio actor 
and writer, were served this week in an 
injunction and damage suit brought by 
Carl Bixby, author of Dangerous Para- 
dise, now on NBC for Woodbury. Hear- 
ing on a preliminary injunction is 
scheduled for Friday (26). 

Bixby, thru his attorney, Robert 
Richter, alleges the defendants are 
guilty of unfair competition in using 
the title and characters of his script. 
Author claims that the script is origi- 
nally his and that Dawson, who told 
Bixby he was fired as the author of the 
serial recently, served only as the selling 
agent and not the owner of Paradise. 
Bixby charges he will offer contractual 
proof of his phase of Dawson’s services 
in connection with the sale of the script 
for publication as a novel. When Daw- 
son told Bixby he was out as the script 
writer Bixby offered to accept the 
dictum provided he collected a royalty. 
When this was refused he took legal 
action. , 


Indie Producers 
Tighten on Auds 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Three leading 
indie program producers have agreed to 
discontinue free auditions in the future 
except when the auditions are on a non. 
competitive basis. Producers are Jean 
Grombach, McKnight & Jord and 
Osborne & Souvaine. Move Ms the 
beginning of an attempt to end habit 
of some sponsors of listening to a raft 
of auditions and not paying for any of 
them. Recent examples are Life Savers, 
Inc., which heard 42 shows, and A. & P. 
stores, also giving ear to a flock of 
tryouts. 

Understanding between the producers 
is that only when advertisers have 
worked out budgets, time clearances and 
other problems will they give an audi- 
tion. If it’s a question of stacking up 
their shows against as many other pres- 
entations as can be heard by the 
prospective client the three firms have 
agreed to lay off. Reason, of course, is 
that auditions cost the producers plenty 
of dough, especially in view of the re- 
hearsal and performance scale wages 
which must be paid musicians. 

It’s hoped that other producers will 
come in on the idea, altho this is hard 
to achieve, since a number of outfits are 
starting up and will always gamble on 
the chance of getting a show on the 
air. In addition the networks will 
always put on a show for a possible 
account. 


Hinds Cream Plans Include 
Eddy, Macdonald, Guesters 


HOLLYWOOD, July 20.—Hinds Honey 
and Almond Cream (Lehn & Fink) is 
lining up a large musical show to start 
on the Columbia Broadcasting System 
this fall. Spot will follow Eddie Cantor’s 
program for another L. & F. product 
Sunday nights opposite Major Bowes’ 
amateurs. 

Nucleus of the show will probably be 
Nelson Eddy and Jeanette Macdonald 
and an orchestra. Cosmetic account also 
figures on bringing film names as guest 
stars to the mike each week. 

Account is building its radio shows 
direct.

Series of conferences arranged, but Warner Brothers’ 
situation may force ASCAP g. m. to remain in town—a 


few auditors claim foul—$40,000 difference hinted

NEW YORK, July 22.—Unless some unforeseen development arises on the 
Warner Brothers’ front which necessitates his remaining in town the next few 
days, E: C. Mills, general manager of the American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, will leave today on a flying trip to the Coast and a swing around 
thru the Southwest and back east via Atlanta. Purpose is to confer with various 
broadcaster groups en route who wish to talk over the copyright situation and 
also the signing of a license agreement for five years after expiration of existing 


contracts. Some of the conferences have 
already been arranged and others are 
scheduled to be set while Mills is en 
route. The tentative itinerary is Seattle, 
July 23; Portland, Thursday, July 25; 
San Francisco, Friday, July 26; Los An- 
geles, Saturday, July 27; Dallas, Monday, 
July 29; New Orleans, July 31, and At- 
lanta, August 1. 

License applications are reported at 
ASCAP as coming in fast from all quar- 
ters. However, another angle has it that 
Mills is not only taking the trip to shake 
hands over new contracts, but also to 
query broadcasters whose books, having 
been audited by ASCAP accountants, re- 
veal a difference in figures upon which 
the 5 per cent of the gross less the agency 
commissions are based, and upon which a 
license fee was paid. One station is re- 
ported as showing approximately $40,000 
more business on its books than it in- 
ferred when paying the ASCAP license 
fee. There are a few others, it is bruited 
about, whose books don’t jibe with the 
license fee figures.

for all music publishers or perhaps only 
the Warner Brothers’ group, which may 
decide to let the MPFA handle such 
licenses for it. MPPA distributed $10,500 
to publisher copyright owners the past 
month as fees received for ET recordings 
and performances. This high sum alone 
reflects the increased ET music activity 

Aside from the companies which have 
their headquarters in the East, the Coast, 
laboratories, such as McGreggor-Solite, 
Titan Productions and Freeman Lang, are 
all busy, on both script and music disks. 
Lang, of course, is out to put over his 
sound on film and has a proposition to 
sell stations the reproducing outfit fora 
flat rate of about $300. Seth Ely’s Stand- 
ard Radio Advertising, with headquarters 
in Les Angeles, is represented with branch 
offices, Milton Blink being in Chicago and 
Conquest Alliance handling the Eastern 
end. Conquest is doing okeh with its 
foreign projects as well. 


Re Local Artists 


Whether or not the live talent that is 
used for spot broadcasting here and there 
will suffer as a result of the ET deluge is 
problematical. The chances are, how- 
ever, that it will prove a severe blow to 
the rank and file of spot artists. NBC 
has sold its recorded name artists to such 
outlets as WMCA, this city, and WIP, 
Philadelphia, as well as some of the best 
known stations in the country. Only a 
few hand-picked key NBC and CBS out- 
lets are not on the list. 

Broadcasters are out to save some 
money, and the NBC library, for instance, 
is about 30 per cent public domain music 
which can be used to coast along on sus- 
tainings and the copyrights held back for 
commercials.

and others in an attempt to settle the 
claims of the performers contracted by 
the fair association, he dwelt upon this 
case at some length. 


“To find,” he said, “that employers 
censider the actors nothing more than the 
dirt beneath their feet is a sad relization. 
They have no respect for us. They make 
contracts that would insult an imbecile 
and you sign them. When I find our 
men are stupid enough to go out and 
sign any sort of agreement without 
knowing anything about it, I wonder how 
long I can stand it.” 


Harry Scheck, a representative of the 
United States Department of Labor, 
lauded the stand taken by the AFA and 
pledged co-operation of the department 
in the fight for better conditions. Dr. 
Simeon Wall, in charge of one of the gov- 
ernment projects here, told what his group 
is doing to better conditions among the 
unemployed. Edward Voelcker, attorney 
for the AFA; Martin Cannon, of the State 
department of labor, and Rev. LaVoy, who 
has a theatrical children’s home project, 
also spoke. 


Following the meeting Whitehead was 
to return to Peoria to continue his fight 
there. The 24 performers who were given 
contracts for seven weeks of Illinois fairs 
are on the lot at Peoria on instructions 
from the AFA. The acts played the Paris 
fair, June 23-29, and the Danville fair, 
June 30-July 6, at which time they were 
given their notice. They appealed to the 
AFA and were told to report at Fairbury, 
their next stand, each day of the fair, 
July 7-13, and do the same at Peoria. 
They have followed instructions and after 
Whitehead had thrashed matters out 
with W. R. Hayes, head of the Duquoin 
fair, it looked for a while as if a settle- 
ment was about to be effected. Satisfac- 
tory terms could not be agreed upon, 
however, Whitehead insisting that the 
fair circuit live up to its contracts with 
the performers, and the fight therefore 
was continued.

Johnson thru William Collins, who rep- 
resents the American Federation of Labor 
here. The unions offer to help supply 
people for government-run opera theaters 
averaging four to 10 principals and 24 
chorus people each. 


The opera union, which claims 175 
members, says there are at least 200 pro- 
fessional opera principals practically des- 
titute in this city. They are too proud 
to apply for relief, says Miss Hoeppel. 
Purthermore, they work so infrequently 
and for such small salaries that they 
might as well be totally unemployed, she 
claims. 

Miss Hoeppel denounces fly-by-night 
opera impresarios who strand opera 
troupes or who pay less than contracted 
for. She also insists that her union will 
not attempt to prevent importation of 
foreign stars, but, instead, would like to 
be able to compel foreign stars to pay 4 
fee to the union during their American 
engagements. She would also like to see 
an exchange arrangement with foreign 
countries on importing opera singers. 
For every foreign singer here, the union

Opponents claim it’s a political maneuver to squash un- 
friendly newsreels — fear vaude competition in city- 
owned houses—Richards attacks Long—unions blamed

NEW ORLEANS, July 20.—Senator Huey P. Long’s threat to force exhibitors 
to add vaudeville has a lot of people worried. Operators of former vaudefilmers 
claim that is just a political maneuver to get back at exhibitors for showing news- 


reels uncomplimentary to the senator. 


Long recently set up a film censorship 
board, with theaters compelled to pay $4 a reel as inspection fee. 


Some local 


exhibs point out that Long can get the Auditorium Commission to reopen the 
large city auditorium with vaudeville on some easy money arrangement and, thru 


this competition, force other theaters to 
take on vaude. Film interests are seeking 
a conference with Long, feeling that if 
they promise to censor newsreels, then 
Long might be willing to drop his film 
censorship and vaudeville threat. 

Not a single Louisiana theater is play- 
ing circuit vaudeville now, altho many 
houses are using local talent shows or 
picking up occasional units and attrac- 
tions. 

E. V. Richards, head of the Saenger 
Theaters Circuit, which has always been 
a liberal user of stage shows, says he will 
not tolerate Long’s interference and 
would rather close his theaters than re- 
store vaude. He nas had several confabs 
with the musicians’ and stagehands’ 
unions for terms on restoring vaude in 
the fall, but no agreement could be 
reached, 

Some exhibitors here claim the mu- 
sicians’ and stagehands’ unions are re- 
sponsible for getting Long to declare in 
favor of vaudeville. , 


Black Weeks for 
English Vaude 


LONDON, July 13. — Commencing 
Monday, no fewer than 19 of the 30 the- 
aters running vaude over the GTC-Moss 
Empire’s Combine will be dark for two 
weeks. Houses include such important 
vaude strongholds as Holborn Empire, 
Birmingham Empire and Hippodrome, 
Finsbury Park, Leeds, Nottingham and 
Edinburgh Empires, all ace theaters 
usually operating on a big budget. 

Houses will resume vaude August 5, 
Number of acts booked over this tour 
for the week commencing Monday is 
49, the lowest total yet. Of these the 
Street Singer, Boswell Sisters, Three 
Sailors, Joe Jackson, Tom and Betty 
Wonder, Vic Oliver, Gilbert Brothers, De 
Long Sisters. Four Trojans, Don 
Zelaya, Billy Rolls and Dorothy, Lewis 
and Van, and Tom, Dick and Harry are 
American turns. 


Silver and Turner 
Lining Up Artists

is specializing more on artist representa- 
tion, and it is said that in excess of 200 
acts are already under exclusive repre- 
sentation contracts. The Duncan Sis- 
ters, who go into the State-Lake Theater 
July 26, are one of the first acts to be 
sold another booker outside of the Bala- 
ban & Katz houses since the new ar- 
rangement went into effect July 1.

Pittsburgh Booker 
Loses Actor Suit 


PITTSBURGH, July 20. — Cracking 
down on wholesale violations of booking 
and agency laws and other chiseling 
methods, the American Federation of 
Actors, thru its local rep, William (Jeff) 
Jeffries, won its first case against a 
booker Thursday when heard by Justice 
of the Peace Ira H. Edmundson.

Miss Jarrell was fined $25 and costs. 

Another case against Miss Jarrell will 
be heard next week at Alderman Sol S. 
Goldstein’s office. It involves the same 
act, charging Miss Jarrell and Freda 
Pope, of the Showboat, with violation 
of a contract. According to the charge. 
the act was engaged for a week’s work 
but was told to leave after one perform- 
ance. The act canceled a date at the 
Palace, Chicago, to remain in town and 
fight the case. 


Kaye Joins Agency as 
Johnson Adds Six Spots 


DETROIT, July 20.—Lionel Kaye has 
joined the Amusement Booking Service 
as associate booker.

First 
time an anima) act has been held over 
here.

Gruber received when his clephant, zebra 
and Great Dane were let loose in the 
streets, causing a traffic jam and plenty 
of excitement. Cruber was on hand to 
claim the animals, explaining they had 
escaped just as he was trying to lead them 
to quarters.

Fay To Push 
Unit Booking 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Ed Fay, oper- 
ator of Fay’s in Providence and head 
of the reorganized Amalgamated Vaude- 
ville Agency here, is circularizing East- 
ern theaters with a proposition to sup- 
ply them vaude units thru the entire 
new season.

Unit’s Payoff Trouble 


DETROIT, July 20.—A 30-people show 
booked direct into the Washington The- 
ater, Bay City, was stranded two weeks 
ago, according to Herschel Johnson, who 
has just taken over booking of the house. 
Saul Brilliant’s unit had gone into the 
house on percentage and poor weather 
hurt the show to such an extent that 
the payoff was insufficient to get the 
acts out of town.

NEW YORK. July 20—The Cowboy 
Band of Hardin and Simmons Univer- 
sity. Abilene, Tex., writes The Billboard 
that it was considerably embarrassed 
by the Amsov Agency's canceling its 
contract for a tour of Soviet Rus- 
sia late last month. According to G. B. 
Sandefer, manager of the band, he had 
contracted to open July 17 in Moscow. 
But a few days before sailing time he 
received a letter from Alexander Basy, 
head of Amsov Agency, telling him he 
would have to postpone sailing to a 
later date. 

“This caused me much embarrass- 
ment,” says Sandefer, “as we had two 
weeks booked in Holland that I had to 
cancel.” The band’s contract called for

a salary of 60,000 rubles per month in 
Soviet money. the tour opening July 17 
and closing September 7. The contract 


was cancelable after the first month’s 
work on 30 days’ notice by either side. 


Sandefer adds that “Basy tried to sell 
me on the 88-cent ruble, as he did the 
Mangean Troupe, but I received my in- 
formation direct from the Hon. Cordell 
Hull, of the Department of State.” 


“T know that he has caused me much 
trouble and expense. and I do not want 
other managers to have to go thru with 
what I have.” 


Basy is reported to be in Paris on his 
way here and could not be reached for 
comment.

Steve Evans is in next-to-shut, offer-

The 12 Aristocrats close. Six lads 
and six gals, they go thru two ensemble 
routines that are outstanding, includ- 
ing taps, ballroom stuff and adagio. 
And in addition they have appearance— 
and plenty. At least three of the gals 
are aMazingly pretty, particularly for a 
vaude ensemble act, and the lads all 
have appearance, a couple of them being 
real femme-trade throbs. In addition a 
lad billed as Michael (but whose ac- 
cordion bears the name of Miguel) fills 
the change wait with some fancy tune- 
dishing on the musical bellows.

This week’s show, however, is first-rate. 

Besides the excellent picture, there’s 
the symphony orchestra offering a spe- 
cial arrangement by Erno Rapee of 
Tschaikowsky’s most popular themes. 
The stage show itself is a fine mixture 
of singing, music, dancing, color and 
even a bit of comedy. 

The opening number has_ Robert 
Landrum and Marcella Hartman singing 
The Waltz That Brought You Back to 
Me, followed by a beautiful ballet num- 
ber, in which Nicholas Daks and Louise 
Fornaca contribute a flowing and 
langorous dance. They are backed by 
the ballet girls in graceful formations. 

Williams and Charles, old-time mu- 
sical clowns, took the custoMers by sur- 
prise with their musical dinner table, 
tinkling saucer plates, wheezing accor- 
cions and electric-lighted costumes. 
Old stuff and yet it has been away so 
long that it’s almost new. Drew liberal 
applause. 

Lily Lido then sang Jimmy Was a 
Gent in clear, vigorous voice, followed 
by the Music Hall Rockettes doing a 
chain dance before a prison set. An 
epplause getter. Then Robert Weede 
led the male singers in a cowboy num- 
ber before a colorful Western set. 

The Three Speeds, two men and a 
girl, drew liberal applause with their 
Caring maneuvers on a small mat. 
Punchy and spectacular stunts. 

The finale had the Hartmans scoring 
a genuine hit with their burlesque of a 
Bolero dance. They do a very amusing 
version of the Latin type of dancing. 
Robert Landrum and a male quartet 
contribute pleasing singing, the whole 
company then joining for a flashy 
finale. 

As usual the production was excellent 
as to lighting, musical accompaniment, 
timing and dance routines.

Loew’s State, New York 
(Reviewed Friday Evening, July 19) 


State has a swell show in this layout, 
a get-together that starts off briskly, 
maintains its pace thruout, presents 
enough laughs to satisfy anybody and 
at the same time has ample diversifica- 
tion. Ed Lowry is m. c. and opens with 
some chatter and singing Sing Me a 
Vagabond Song. 

First act is the Beehee and Rubyatte 
Saharans, Arab tumblers and acrobats, 


in a fast seven minutes. First half is 
mainly mounting and pyramid work, 
with Lowry helping along for laughs. 
Close devoted to a flash of whirls, hand 
stands, etc. A good opener. 

Wilbur Hall and Loretta Dennison 
deucing. Miss Dennison sings a song or 
two and is nicely decorative, while Hall 
sells the act with his trick musical 
stuff. Included in his repertoire are 
Nola, played on a trumpet and a whop- 
per of an accomplishment; playing the 
violin and trombone at the same time, 
bow attached to the slide, and a flock 
of tricks with the fiddle. Between the 
comedy musical stuff and Hall’s dead 
pan and stunt shoes, turn got over 
well. 

Peggy Flynn whammed over in the 
trey spot. Radio comedienne unloosed 
a barrage of personality, mixed up with 
some funny antics, bright chatter, with 
Lowry as her straight, and sang two 
comedy songs in a distinctive comedy 
style. Appearance she makes is great, 
dressed like a youngster, short dress, 
hair ribbon. She could have stayed on 
the stage for another 10 minutes and 
earned the real sock encore of the night. 

Annunciator bills Eddie Loughton as 
the next act, but Loughton talks for 
about two minutes when it all happens. 
That means the Three Stooges (Howard, 
Fine and Howard) arrive. No sense to 
even attempt describing their antics, 
familiar enough thru picture work and 
delivering laughs from their ent.ance 
until off. A sock act. 

Closer is the Don Lee and Louise flash, 
with the Sinclair Sisters (two) and an 
unbilled boy pianist who does a swell 
tap dance. Turn is a good flash, with 
several bright routines by the two girls 
and two usual routines by Lee and 
Louise. It’s probably better than aver- 
age, but suffers because the two num- 
bers done by the ieads, while nicely ex- 
ecuted, fall into the familiar groove 
most acts of this nature present. Cos- 
tumes okeh. 

Before the last act Lowry sings an- 
other number. His phone routine, call- 
ing up his wife to get approval to stay 
out, with wifey talking into the house 
loud-speaker, is funny. Each time he 
goes to the phone she starts off again.

Looks like a poor box-office week, 
altho the stage show is a pip. The pic- 
ture, Don’t Bet on Women (Warner), is 
obviously not box office. In fact, it was 
a last-minute replacement for the thea- 
ter’s original intention to give Smilin’ 
Thru a revival. 

Yascha Bunchuk is hack, following 
several weeks of Don Albert. Bunchuk 
makes a magnificent return. He ied 
the augraented symphony orchestra thru 
several stirring pieces, including An- 
dulacha, The Modern Violin, Bolero and 
Tschaikowsky'’s Fourth Symphony. The 
musicians were in fine mettle, and 
Bunchuk’s direction provided that extra 
touch. 

After the newsreel the Danny Dare 
Girls opened the show proper in lovely 
white before a soft white summery set- 
ting. Gomez and Winona, who prac- 
tically play stock here, were on for a 
dance featuring graceful gyrations and 
flowing movements, followed by a faster 
and more acrobatic number. 

The Three Swifts then did their fa- 
miliar but surefire comedy and juggling. 
Still the grandest club juggling act of 
vaudeville. Won liberal applause and 
gave way to the Revelers. 

Introduced as “the internationally 
famous quartet,” they proved an easy 
hit with their fine voices blending in 
interesting arrangements of popular 
numbers. Sang You’re Happy, Tell Me 
That You Love Me Tonight, Rumba on 
the Tuba and encored with Nola and 
When I Grow Too Old To Dream. No 
queer effects here, but just fine straight 
singing. 

The Dare Girls followed in another 
easy-to-look-at ensemble dance, with 
Helene Denizon, who is getting to be 
a big favorite here, as featured toe 
soloist.

Roxy, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, July 19) 
(First Show) 

Radio takes over the Roxy Theater 
stage this week and proves once more 
that the stage is the place for vaudeville 
and that radio’s spot is the studio. A 
nice talented lineup of air performers 
appears and does good work (good air 
work, that is), and the theatrical en- 
tertainment is nil except when the ether 
headliners are helped out by the Gae 
Foster Girls, the plain, ordinary chorus 
youngsters of the house troupe. A 
microphone is something to use in send- 
ing sounds thru the atmosphere; it’s 
not an entrenchment for a weak-voiced 
singer to hide behind when facing an 
audience in a theater. 


The sock of the stage show, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is the grand production 
number which has been held over from 
last week. It rates the extended run. 
Slightly reroutined to provide for the 
new performers, it still reaches its peak 
in the outstanding work of the Foster 
Troupe and the solo dancing of Harvey 
Karel, Jack Milford, Paul Taggart, 
Marion Spencer, Millie Parsons and Mil- 
dred Patterson, the three gals being 
pulled out of the line. All are fine, and 
the Patterson lass is going to go on and 
up. 

Two members of what's getting to 
look like the Roxy stock company are 
missing this week—Freddy Mack and 
Joaquin Garay. The latter’s singing 
spot is held down by the week’s head- 
liner, Tito Guizar, who strums the 
guitar and sings over the mike in a 
really lovely voice. His song lineup in- 
cludes a folk number, J Hear You Calling 
Me, Latin From Manhattan and Lovely 
To Look At, the iatter with the Foster 
kids doing a lovely shadow routine as 
background. He has great versatility, 
his voice is beautiful and he knows how 
to handle it. 

Emseeing, which is usually part of 
Mack’s job, was handled well enough 
by Harry Von Zell, of CBS. Other radio 
performers on the bill were Mary East- 
man, a large lass who sang thru the 
mike in a clear but thin voice; Emery 
Deutsch, who played his own composi- 
tions on the fiddle (thru the mike) 
romantically and well, and Bert Swor 
and Lou Lubin, who injected a bit (a 
welcome bit) of vaudeville into the pro- 
ceedings by coming on in blackface, 
pulling a few gags and going into a 
dance. 

The air amateur winner this week is 
Paul Gerson, who plays the harmonica 
and plays it well. 

The Foster Girls, with the aid of six 
boys, open the show with a swell tap 
rendition of Poet and Peasant. 

Several of the air people seemed ill 
at ease on the stage. A production such 
as this one (it’s called the CBS All-Star 
Radio Revue) may be allrightasa nov- 
elty, but it certainly fails to pack the 
entertainment wallop of the usual Roxy 
stage show. At times you can’t tell 
whether you're in a theater or a free 
radio brdadcast.

Farle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, July 19) 
(First Show) 


The shopping crowd appears to have 
picked on the Earle as the ideal cooling 
station. For the third straight week a 
near capacity audience attended the 
opening today. Customers had plenty 
of pep, too, and gave a big hand to the 
well-diversified show. 

Opening number is the song specialty 
of three of the recent Warner-WLIT 
amateur contest finalists, Ted Irving, 
Vincent Leonetti and Joan Boxman. 
Each sings a solo and the three combine 
on Lullaby of Broadway for the finale. 

Deuce spot is held down by Paul 
Rosin, one of the most dexterous pres- 
tidigitators to play here in a long time. 
He offers a bewildering array of card 
tricks and sleight-of-hand stunts and 
performs the remarkable tied-thumb and 
hoop stunt. Aiding his act is his pleas- 
ing personality and smooth chatter. 

Cliff (Sharlie) Hall, aided by Sidney 
Marion and Molly Rio, follows with a 
comedy interlude using a great deal of 
broad humor. With Marion doing the 
dialect part and Hall playing straight, 
they do the headlines bit and a new 
version of the shell game, using lemons, 
grapefruit, etc. Miss Rio participates 
in several of the comedy gags and an 
unprogramed male confederate joins the 


others for a comic quartet concerning 
the adventures of a fan dancer, which 
ends the act. 

Real class is met in the dance act 
of Ted Adair, who is supported by four 
lovely girls, Ruth Long, Dorothy Arden, 
Carmela Monterido and Jean Francis. 
Adair opens by singing of the dances he 
likes with the girls in picture frames on 
the stage. Each comes to life to join 
him in a favorite number and a waltz, 
“cucuracha,” classic and _ collegiate 
snake-hips follow in quick succession. 
Adair then arouses the audience to hearty 
applause with his variety of taps and 
whirls. With one of the girls, he also 
does a “rag-doll” dance that is a whiz. 
The girls all do solo specialties and the 
act closes on a colortu! Continental. 

The wildest act to play here in a long 
time is that of Harry Howard, Born To 
Be Laughed At. The number defies 
description except that Howard and his 
band of stooges, including an attractive 
girl, pull a new stunt every minute and 
all of them are hilarious. Gunshots, 
blackouts, slapstick gags, songs and 
dances all of the crazy variety, kept the 
audience laughing in whole-hearted 
fashion. One of the stooges scored a 
real hit with his impersunation of Bing 
Crosby.

Fally Markus says some 
cafes okeh, but not enough 
vaude—field undeveloped 


a 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Central and 
South America has potentialities as a 
lucrative cafe field, but its theaters are 
not interested in vaudeville, says Fally 
Markus, who knows the territory well. 
Markus says most of the houses either 
play straight pictures or grand opera. 
The rich go to opera, while the very poor 
attend the cheaper movie houses and 
dumpy cafes. The gambling casinos, 
which are usually government conces- 
sions, are the only cafes that can afford 
to pay well for foreign talent. 

The best known casino is the Cobacana 
in Rio de Janeiro. It is now playing a 
big floor show produced by Maurice 
and Cordoba. There are other big 
casinos in Montevideo, Buenos Aires, 
Santiago, Valparaiso and Lima. Each 
can offer two to four weeks to desirable 
talent. 

There is only one real variety theater 
on the whole continent and that is the 
Casino Theater in Buenos Aires, says 
Markus. It stages revues which are pre- 
sented, in different versions, three times 
a night. In other words, three revolving 
bills are constantly in use, each show 
being changed every three weeks. Amer- 
ican acts are not adaptable to this type 
of show, as they usually haven't enough 
material for changes. 

Markus feels it will take many years 
before a middle class is developed ‘in 
the South American countries, as vaude- 
ville is usually patronized by the mid- 
dle classes. 

The only way any sort of consistent 
bookings for American acts can be 
worked out, says Markus, would be to 
string together casino bookings with 
radio dates and the one vaudeville 
house. And this would be a very dif- 
ficult proposition. 

Markus expects to tour Mexico this 
summer to look over the theatrical situ- 
ation. He is closely tied up with 
Jaime Yankelevich, South American 
theatrical czar.

53 shows penciled in more 
or less definitely—increase 
in musicals expected 


. 

NEW YORK, July 20.— Production 
plans for the coming season, altho cau- 
tious, show healthy signs of life, with 53 
shows definitely penciled in and many 
others on the hopeful lists. Musicals, 
which fell off disastrously this season, 
may come back into their own if present 
plans materialize, 15 of them, no, less, 
being at present on the books. The sea- 
son, according to plans, will start late 
and will only get into full swing toward 
the end of September, if then. More 
probably around the middle of October. 

It wasn’t many years ago that the late 
David Belasco used to open the season 
officially in the middle of August, with 
the early plays flooding in from then on 
and Labor Day seeing a production peak. 
Not this year, tho. Only three shows 
are scheduled for August, and two of 
them are doubtful. Only one seeming 
anywhere near certain is Smile At Me, 
revue which intends to open the Fulton, 
and even that is having troubles. Au- 
gust, however, will also see the reopen- 
Ings, according to present plans, of The 
Great Waltz and Kind Lady, both of 
which closed for the summer. The G&S 
revivals now being put on at the Adelphi 
will also extent into August. 

September has 30 roughly scheduled, 
tho only about eight of them seem certain 
for the month. Seven of the 30 are 
musicals, and the total is further raised 
by the Merivale-Cooper Shakespearean 
rep which Crosby Gaige will bring in, 
and by the contemplated Story 
Theater, which is doubtful. 

October has 17 scheduled, five musicals 
and a dozen dramas, plus a contemplated 
revival of Rose-Marie. Only three shows 
now set for November, but plenty of 
those announced for September and Oc- 
tober will hold over till then. Plenty will 
also hold over indefinitely. 

Spurt in musicals, if it comes thru, 
will be the outstanding production fea- 
ture of the new season. Those an- 
nounced, in addition to the reopening, 
revue and revival mentioned, are Scandals 
(George White), Standing Room Only 
(Tom Weatherly), Jumbo (Billy Rose), 
My Dear Public (Schuberts), Saratoga 
Chips (Curtis & Hoagland), Jubilee (Sam 
Harris), At Home Abroad (Shuberts), 
Chauve-Souris (Nikita Balieff), On Your 
Toes (Schuberts), Yokel Boy Makes Good 
(Lew Brown), musical version of Porgy 
(Theater Guild), May Wine (Schwab & 
Mandel) and an untitled musical by Coie 
Porter, Howard Lindsay and Russell 
Crouse (Vinton Freedley). 


Museum Theater for S. F. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 20.—The Mu- 
seum Theater, first of its kind in the 
United States, will make its debut here 
in September and will combine the re- 
Sources of the theater and museum to 
re-create dramatic history.

FROV OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


Every fortnight or so, and sometimes even more frequently, there appears the 
story about this or that picture concern and its frantic search for & new leading 
man or new leading lady, an appalling scarcity of both commodities having just 
been discovered. Partly, the inclusion of this lack of supply as a regular item 
of news is because of the popularity of pictures and the consquent news value of 
anything concerning them; partly it is because of the glamour to be built up 
around the player once he or she is “found”; partly it is because of the importance 
to.both player and public of a spotlighting in the pictures-that-talk-like-a-ham. 
And partly, of course, it is because there is an actual scarcity of new leading men 
and new leading ladies and a real need for them. 

There is, however, a similar situation, occurring with far greater frequency, in 
the less publicized field of the legitimate drama. Despite the new talent which 
is being developed (if possible) in the summer hideaways, there is an alarming 
scarcity of leading players. Every time a producer begins casting a new show 
the stcry could be run; for legit is in a far worse talent situaton than are pictures, 
since pictures snap up the few performers who are available. Even when new 
talent does crop up, it is immediately signed for the Coast. At best, the performer 
decides to wait around until he has worked in a few stage plays so that his film 
price may be boosted. But go he eventually does—inevitably. 

Any producer who has tried to cast a play during the last two seasons knows 
of the situation and is worried about it. There have been cases (five from the 
last few months could be listed offhand if that weren't a breach of confidence) 
when plays were actually abandoned simply because of the impossibility of ob- 
taining players to fill certain parts. 


Where, then, can legitimate producers turn to obtain talent? Actors and 
actresses whose work is known have already been snapped up by picture com- 
panies. Any new talent that may be developed is similarly snapped up as soon as 
it shows signs of life. Only one field is open—and that is a field forbidden by 
Equity and perhaps soon to be forbidden by naticnal law: the field of foreign 
performers. 

It is right and just that the American performer should be given every possi- 
ble protection in obtaining work on the American stage. It is not, however, en- 
tirely right that the American performer should be prevented from obtaining work 
on the American stage because the play for which he is scheduled is abandoned, 
due to the impossibility of casting a principal role. And that is precisely what 
has happened upon frequent occasion in the past, even under the comparatively 
enlightened supervision accorded the present Equity rulings. 

Under a system such as that suggested by the Dickstein Bill the situation 
would be hopeless. Administered by government officials whose only contact with 
the theater is a constituent serving as an usher in the local picture house, the law 
would defeat its own ends by keeping employment from hundreds of American 
players whose shows depended upon the availability of leading actors. Even undcr 
Equity’s present rulings, which keep the field under control, some moderation and 
concession are necessary. It is well enough to live up to the letter of the law; it is 
even better to interpret that letter into the greatest good for the greatest number 
Leading players are scarce; everything possible sbould be done to make those 
there are accessible. 


Managers would have 
to open their books to the association, 
but the method of operation would be 
optional and it would obviate the neces- 
sity of going before the cuts board, as at 
present. It would be contingent, howe 
ever, upon the other crafts accepting @ 
similar arrangement. 

It is this last that is figured as the 
primary stumbling block, even if Equity 
members express approval of the plan. 
Stagehands have always refused to con- 
sider cuts in order to keep a show rune 
ning, and, altho it is figured that they 
might do it because of the chance of 
getting more on a hit, it is also figured 
that the comparatively small size of their 
salaries will infiuer.ce them to toss the 
buck once more to the actors. 

Only way out would be to set a stop 
salary, applicable to both actors and 
stagehands, below which the plan could 
not operate, thus restricting the sliding 
scale to the higher brackets. This, how- 
ever, would probably lead to trouble, it 
is figured. 

Chief reason for Equity suggesting the 
plan was the hore of keeping shows run- 
ning longer, particularly in the summer. 
Case was cited of Life Begins at 8:40, 
which closed in Chi altho grossing about 
22 grand. With sliding scale, it is argued, 
such shows could be kept going. 

Managerial opinion was generally in 
favor of the plan, with the proviso that 
it be kept optional. If optional, how- 
ever, manager would probably have to 
annource under which system he in- 
tended to operate before going into re- 
hearsal. No dice on running for a month 
or two under present plan and then, 
when grosses dropped, switching to slide 
ing scale. Also figured that in that case 
cuts would be harder to get, even with 
the cuts board in operetion. 

With managerial opinion strongly lined 
in favor, a couple of isolated producers 
voiced objections, but only mild ones. 
One objected to opening the books, tho 
admitting that the system was optional 
and that, under the present setup, Equity 
has copies of the contracts and the books 
must be examined if a cut is asked any- 
how. Another claimed that higher 
bracket players would probably refuse to 
play on sliding scale. 

As for Equity members, they are mum 
so far. Last issue of Equity Magazine, out 
Monday, asked them to send opinions to 
headquarters. None have been received 
as yet. 


American Heads Revue 


BRUSSELS, July 15.—The opening of 
the World’s Fair encouraged local thea- 
ter operators to splurge a bit at the 
time of the inauguration of the big ex- 
Position, but several weeks of almost 
constant rain snuffed out practically all 
the shows produced at that time. With 
good weather now drawing big crowds to 
Brussels the theater moguls are once 
more offering attractive bait. 

Most elaborate show is the revue La 
Revue de l’Erposition, now playing at 
the Alhambra. Cinda Glenn (Glenn 
Ellyn), American comedienne, is starring 
and scoring a tremendous success. 

Maurice Schwartz and his Yiddish 
players, of New York, scored a hit at the 
Galeries.

W. S. Gilbert could write pretty well, 
too. Of course, his humor was in- 
finitesmal compared to that of Frank 
Moulan; in heavy-handed raillery he 
was far from Moulan’s equal; in obvious 
and vulgar interpolations there could 


be no possible comparison; not even in 
his most hopeful dreams could he at- 
tain Mr. Moulan’s mastery of cheap 
burlesque-show buffoonery. But, such 
as he was, possessing only sparkle and 
wit, he was dear to many of us—and 
when we go to one of the operettas he 
wrote in collaboration with Arthur Sul- 
livan we perversely expect to hear it as 
he wrote it. 

All of which leads up to the fact that 
Lodewick Vroom presented the Civic 
Light Opera Company Monday night in 
The Mikado, the first in a projected series 
of four one-week Savoy revivals, with 
Frank Moulan playing Ko-Ko as is his 
wont—which is to say, with much mug- 
ging, interpolation and distortion of the 
Gilbertian lines. Mr. Vroom is the third 
manager to present the old reliables of 
American G&S, and he is doing so at his 
Adelphi Theater. If it were not for the 
fact that Mr. Moulan is essentially an 
excellent Savoyard, if some of his per- 
formances had not ranked with the best 
imaginable, his disgusting liberties with 
the script would not seem so important. 
His high spot comes when he sings The 
Flowers That Bloom in the Spring with 
a Koster-and-Bial French accent. 


There are only two important addi- 
tions to the Civic Light Opera Company 
in the present series: Bertram Peacock 
sings Pish-Tush with clarity, humor and 
fine voice, and Margaret Daum is forced 
to compete with fond memories of Hizi 
Koyke as Yum-Yum. For the rest they 
are all the same. Herbert Waterous is 
a fine-voiced slyly humorous Pooh-Bah, 
Vivian Hart a charming Pitti-Sing, How- 
ard Marsh a pleasant Nanki-Poo, Vera 
Ross a magnificent Katisha and Wil- 
liam Danforth the finest (and most 
fiendish) Mikado that ever did in 
Japan exist. The male chorus is 
amazingly and commendably intelligible 
in its more difficult songs, and the cos- 
tumes are bright and fresh. 

All in all, a pleasant and thoroly ca- 
pable revival—with the exception of Mr. 
Moulan’s distressing improvements up- 
on Gilbert. This corner, unfortunately, 
prefers crepes suzette to custard pie.

Starks Comedy Tried Out 


SOUTHAMPTON, L. I., July 20.—The 
Hampton Players, under the direction of 
Felix Jacoves, began their ninth season 
last week by presenting How Like a God, 
& comedy-drama by Willard Starks. The 
play deals with social life and political 
intrigue at Washington. Daisy Dow and 
her senator husband from Iowa give a 
large dinner party for the President. 
Senator Stephen Batchelder is seeking 
Dow’s vote to secure the appointment 
of a college professor, and presumably, 
therefore, a leftist, as a special ambas- 
sador to Peru. Elinor Grandgent, the 
daughter of a powerfu] old politician, is 
excluded from the party because she ar- 
rives after the President. Such an in- 
sult evidently supplies the Washington 
correspondents with copy for weeks to 
come under the guise of feud. This evi- 
dently a hangover from the Dolly Gans 
episode. 

The play, after a straggling first act, 
settles down to the farcial, Mary-Boland- 
like antics of Daisy Dow, the battle of 
egos between Batchelder and Miss 
Grandgent, the latter being in the serv- 
ice of her father, who is opposed to the 
appointment of MacKensie. Naturally 
Miss Grandgent and the handsome left- 
ist senator, who really seems like an 
opportunist rather than a broad-minded 
intellectual, settle down to some plain 
and fancy lovemaking and ego battling. 
Two minor characters, Paula and Jerry 
Shepard. a wealthy couple, are trying to 
crash the political circle, Jerry being 
possessed with embassy ambition. These 
two wander thru the play, neglected by 
the author, who might have used them 
as the youthful liberal element of the 
nation. In the end Batchelder has pos- 
sessed Miss Grandgent, clinches the ap- 
pointment for MacKenzie and loses the 
girl because of ego. 

Play needs a complete rewrite job, the 
mixture of hokum and mood theater 
clashing. FRANK L. MOSS.

Shubert Hub Plans 


BOSTON, July 20.—An early opening 
here is threatened by the Shuberts, ac- 
cording to General Manager A. G. Munro, 
who says the Beatrice Lillie show, Home 
Abroad, will start proceedings at the 
Shubert on August, 19. Other early 
bookings, mostly in pencil, include 
Jubilee, on September 9; Philip Meri- 
vale with Shakespeare and without Jane 
Cowl, September 15 or thereabouts; the 
musical Porgy, September 30; John Van 
Druten’s Most of the Game, October 7, 
and Eddie Dowling’s Thumbs Up, soon. 


Foreign Musicians Hit 


PARIS, July 15.—With picture houses 
laying off their pit orchestras for the 
summer and many night spots folding. 
Paris and the resort towns are overrun 
with out-of-work musicians. Result is 
that the authorities are rigorously en- 
forcing the percentage regulation which 
allows only one foreign musician in an 
orchestra of less than 10 and only two 
up to 20 members.

CTORS are not specifically 
A excluded from New York 
State’s unemployment in- 
surance law, which becomes ef- 
fective January 1, 1936. On the 
other hand, the law as now writ- 
ten could hardly be made to apply 
to either traveling or non-travel- 
ing performers. Another instance 
is this of important social legisla- 
tion being enacted with the show 
business being politely excluded 
from its benefits—or at least that 
part of our business involving ac- 
tors of the living stage. In con- 
nection with the unemployment 
insurance law Industrial Commis- 
sioner Elmer F. Andrews, who 
really should know, admitted in 
an interview given a Billboard 
representative several months ago 
that the actor angles are not clear. 

The law specifies that a firm 
employing four or more persons 
who work 16 or more weeks dur- 
ing a calendar year must pay 3 
per cent of its pay roll into the 
State insurance ‘fund. Which 
leads us to inquire: How about 
the legit producer who runs a 
show less than 16 weeks? And 
who is to stop him from starting 
a new corporation and putting out 
another show the same year? 
Then there’s the too frequently 
occurring instance of a theater 
that runs vaudeville less than 16 
weeks a year. 

Due to the fact that they employ more 
than four persons, even under a straight 
film policy, all theaters will probably 
have to contribute to the State fund. 
The question arises, however, whether 
actors and musicians are covered by the 
protection afforded by the law if they 
work in a theater a few weeks. Also to 
be considered is the status of actors 
booked out of New York who play out of 
town most of the year. 

The law specifies that benefits will not 
be paid to non-manual employees earning 
more than $2,500 a year or $50 a week. 
Many actors earn more than $50 a week 
but work only a few weeks a year, thus 
bringing their income, in many cases, far 
below $2,500 a year. 


. * - 

The organizations that are inferred to 
be most interested in having the unem- 
ployment insurance law apply to our 
business—-the American Federation of 
Musicians and the Four A’s—should per- 
mit no time to be lost in collaborating 
on the drafting of an amendment to the 
law which would guarantee protection for 
musicians and actors. It should not be 
difficult to have such an amendment in- 
troduced in the Legislature by friends 
of the State Federation of Labor. There 
seems to be little doubt that an amend- 
ment embodying the correction of the 
deficiencies noted here would receive the 
sympathetic attention of the State De- 
partment of Labor. Commissioner An- 
drews knows the show business well. 
His ‘assistant, Paul Sifton, is a play- 
wright of established reputation. 


No time should be lost in discussing 
the matter at a meeting called by the 
heads of the organizations charged with 
guarding the interests of actors and mu- 
sicilans. The amendment should be ready 


for introduction in the fall. If it isn't, 
again the outside world will be privileged 
to say that the troubles of the show busi- 
mess are largely the result of its own 
apathy and neglect. 

Those with their ears to the ground 
on the road to social justice tell us that 
some day the federal government will 
push to completion its program to co- 
ordinate State social insurance laws or 
possibly set up a federal social insur- 
ance system. Then, indeed, will travel- 
ing actors and musicians be given the 
protection they deserve. Senator Wag- 
ner made such a promise recently to 
theatrical union men. Promises might 
lift the spirit but are of no avail when 
the body craves nourishment and a roof 
for shelter. Until Washington gets its 
unwieldy machine into action the only 
solution to this serious problem lies in 
the enactment of State laws that include 
the persons engaged in our business.

URLESQUE script trunks have had 

their contents piled on the bargain 

counter. Radio comedians are the 
eager buyers. Unfortunately for the 
pocketbooks of the comedians and their 
expense-paying sponsors, the buying 1s 
done thru a middleman who gets the 
benefit of the bargains and charges Fifth 
avenue advertising agency prices for the 
mildewed stuff. This middleman is none 
other than the gag writer. His is not a 
strictly creative calling. His value to 
his employer derives from his ability to 
prolifically dig up the old gags, clean 
them up if necessary, dress them up a 
little in New Deal era clothes and, presto, 
you’ve got the dialog for a radio comedy 
program. 

We don’t blame the gag men. We cer- 
tainly can’t blame the comedians who 
are forced to keep up a feverish pace to 
satisfy the schedule of weekly changes 
demanded by their sponsors. We don’t 
expect to reform the radio business. 
Radio has a lot to learn, but considering 
its extreme youth and the demands made 
upon it by contrasting elements and 
mentalities it has done quite well by its 
customers and its public. 

We do blame, however, the dumkop/s 
of burlesque who are crying over the 
ashes of their ruined estate while others 
have stolen away the stuff that they 
didn’t have brains enough to use and 
which is making fortunes for the boys 
who know how to turn raw material 
into a plenitude of dollars. 

Burlesque is still hanging around in 
the back alley of the show business. 
Strips and improvised dirt rule the dire- 
ful destinies of burlesque, while the gags 
Gerived from burlesque that have been 
unchanging for perhaps 50 years are 
making it possible to prolong indefinitely 
the earning power of comedians who 
would be as helpless without them as a 
bear without claws. 

Nobody who loves the theater wants 
to see burlesque die—or, worse than 
death, remain in the vicinage of the back 
alley’s cesspools. Burlesque has within 
it the power to become one of America’s 
great amusement branches. Its consist- 
ently low price policy makes it a medium 
of entertainment that will always be 
sought by the masses. Radio can’t rob 
burlesque of its fortune in gags. Cantor, 
Benny, Penner or any of the other out- 
standing air comedians can’t possibly give 
a burlesque gag the mounting that bur- 
lesque craftsmen have developed thru the 
years. Radio comedians can get their 
laughs but that doesn’t mean they are 
reaching the same audience that bur- 
lesque should reach if it is to survive. 

No survey made thus far has con- 
vinced us that radio is responsible for 
weaning audiences away from vaudeville, 
burlesque or legit. Radio has altered 
tastes but many of its listeners-in were 
never potential theatergoers—and never 
will be. Watch the crowds walking Main 
Streets and entering theaters while so- 
called superprograms are on the air and 
draw your own conclusions. As soon as 
burlesque cleans house, makes its in- 
terior inviting to the type of audiences 
that are craving for living entertainment, 
it will be definitely on its way back to 
prosperity and a place among the re- 
spectable branches of the show business. 

It looked for a while like Tom Phillips 
and his Burlesque Artists’ Association 
would be in a position to do something 
about cleaning up burlesque. But now 
we are beginning to see that Phillips’ 
group, while powerful enough to make 
producers toe the mark in their treat- 
ment of performers, is* not powerful 
enough to change the complexion of the 
business. We hope we are found to be 
wrong. The BAA will have another 
chance to prove what it can do along 
the line of cleaning up burlesque when 
the fall season begins. It should give 
its attention to the matter while the 
summer lingers.

HOLLYWOOD, July 20.—As predicted in The Billboard several weeks ago, Winnie 
Sheehan has resigned as vice-president in charge of production at Fox studios. It 
was stated in these columns that Sheehan would refuse to share production chief 
honors with Darryl! Zanuck and that is exactly what has happened. Sheehan tendered 
his resignation to Sidney Kent, president, last Wednesday. The resignation was 
accepted and Sheehan’s contract has been purchased. He will remain at the studio 


until the completion of Way Down East. 
three-year battle for control of the studio 
between Kent and Sheehan. It is under- 
stood that Chase National Bank, heavy 
holder of Fox stock, was also desirous 
of Sheehan’s removal, but the latter had 
been able to anticipate every move and 
managed to hang on until the merger of 
20th Century and Fox. 


Sheehan joined the Fox organization 
in 1914 and was instrumental in having 
William Fox enter the production field in 
a big way instead of confining himself to 
Westerns. This move built the company 
into one of the biggest producers in the 
industry. 


In 1926 Sheehan left New York to take 
complete charge of the studics and made 
many outstanding hite. He built the 
studio up until hit after hit came out of 
the plant. The past year, however, has 
seen a decided deterioration of product, 
which can probably be laid largely to 
politics. 


In a statement Kent states that the 
resignation of Sheehan is amicable. 


It is understood that Sheehan will join 
another major studio as production chief 
and altho the name of the company has 
not been announced, it is reported that 
he will hang his hat at Universal. Uni- 
versal is now without an active produc- 
tion head, all pictures coming under the 
unit system. 


With Sheehan eliminated from Fox, the 
two men who built the company are now 
out. Fox is trying to make a comeback 
in the production end, but there is little 
likelihood that the two will get together, 
for when Fox was ousted Sheehan was 
on the opposite side. 


There is expected to be few if any 
changes in studio personnel as the result 
of the shift and the morale of the plant 
has not been hurt. 

Sheehan is expected to announce his 
new affiliation upon his return from

His Contract Of Para Hurt Entire Industry 


NEW YORK, July 20.—It is a foregone 
conclusion that Judge Alfred Coxe, of 
United States District Court here, will 
make heavy cuts in the demands for 
high fees by attorneys and auditors in 
connection with the reorganization of 


stock value of the company at the time 
the reorganization began.

The fees in this case have attracted the 
attention of Congress, and a member of 
the Sabath committee, which is making 
a study of banxruptcy cases, was present 
in court to study the testimony and will 
report to the committee. It is almost 
certain that the attention focused on 
the case will bring about a Congressional 
investigation of the entire industry. 

In connection with the hearing Sena- 
tor Nye is quoted as saying, “This case 
calls for a Congressional investigation,” 
and the bankruptcy activities have taken 
on the aspect of “a national racket.” 

The hearing will resume next Thurs- 
day, when Thomas Thatcher is expected 
to take the stand for Paramount. 


New York Schools To 
Try Visual Teaching 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Dr. Harold 
Campbell, superintendent of public 
schools in this city, has asked the Board 
of Education to appropriate $45,000 for 
the purchase of sound equipment for 
visual instruction in the public schools.

PHILADELPHIA, July 20.—Philadelphia 
film exhibitors, aided by hotelmen and 
restaurant associations and various busi- 
ness groups, launched an intensive cam- 
paign this week to secure the necessary 
17,000 signatures to the petition for put- 
ting the referendum question on Sunday 
movies in this city on the ballot for the 
November election. 

According to the terms of the bill the 
question can go on the ballot at the 
petition of 5 per cent of the electorate 
who participated in last year’s general 
election (approximately 17,000), or by an 
act of city council.

Rather than play the odds and ends 
reserved for the hot-weather months, 
exhibitors here have taken to recent 
hits which they are convinced will re- 
sult in bigger intakes than newly pro- 
duced claptrap.

Johnny Harris, gen- 
eral manager of the Harris Amusement 
Company, is trying out this idea with 
Paramount’s The Virginian, which 
opened a week’s run at the downtown 
Alvin yesterday, and Imitation of Life, 
which is playing the Harris-Family for 
a similar period. 


Harry Handel, manager of the Granada 
Theater, in a questionnaire distributed 
into the homes of the house’s neighbor- 
hood, printed a list of some 20 old hits 
and asks the customers to check off the 
ones they would like to see or hap- 
pened to have missed and leave the 
checked list at the box office. The pic- 
tures getting most votes will be brought 
back for two and three-day runs.

Pennsylvania Exhibs 
Pass Tax to Public 


PITTSBURGH, July 20. — Western 
Pennsylvania exhibitors, both chain and 
independent, are passing on the new 
State admission tax to the public. The 
measure, which goes into effect Monday, 
levies 1 cent on each ticket from 5 to 
25 cents and 1 cent on each 25-cent 
additional admission or fraction thereof. 

A number of operators at first were 
ready to absorb the tax themselves, but 
later, thru a unanimous understanding, 
decided to make the customers tax- 
conscious and secure their help to fight 
this levy at the next legislative session. 


Receivership To End 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 20.—The Minne- 
sota Amusement Company, operating the 
largest chain of cinema houses in the 
Northwest, formerly Publix theaters, is 
about to step out of receivership. Wil- 
liam Hamm Jr., St. Paul,’ has acted as 
receiver since January 28, 1933. Accord- 
ing to John J. Friedl, general manager 
of the chain, Federal Judge M. M. Joyce 
has authorized the company to take con- 
trol over all contracts and obligations. 
Final hearing is to be held August 1, 
with court order closing receivership ex- 
pected. 


Studios at Top

have scheduled the heaviest production 
program since 1929, with $150,000,000 
set aside for the grinding out of features 
and shorts for 1935-'36.

Paul Morokoff is staging the shows here 
and doing a nice job. The ensemble 
numbers are nicely costumed and em- 
bellished and the girls put tnru lively 
routines. The straight parading and 
dancing is often broken up by singing or 
dancing specialties, while the usual 
nude-from-the-waist-up posing provides 
frequent and flashy background. 

The trouble with the show is the 
comedy—as it is with every other burly 
show. The material has whiskers and 
the comics can’t give it life no matter 
how hard they try. And they don’t try 
any too hard. Asa result the comedy 
scenes are almost intermissions until the 
chorus or a woman principal comes on. 

Chorus has 14 rather nice looking girls. 
Katherine Irwin, prim, helps out nicely 
with sweet soprano singing in a couple 
of scenes, while five strippers are on for 
specialties and work in the comedy bits. 

The women are Toots Brawner, fea- 
tured, who has one of those easy-to-look- 
at figures; Evelyn Myers, who knows how 
to put on flashy strips; Peggy Reynolds, 
whose full figure always gets a hand: 
Sally Van, a versatile and talented girl, 
Who can get by without stripping, and 
Joy St. Clair, an eye-filling redhead. Miss 
Van showed the most talent in the scenes, 
with Miss Reynolds and Miss St, Clair 
also coming thru with nice work. 

The comedy staff consists of Harry

Under the title of Life Begins at Min- 
skys Herbert Kay Minsky brings to 
Hollywood a new type of entertainment 
which he evasively titles a Reveuesque. 
Production follows standard burlesque 
show lines, altho somewhat out of line 
as far as the pulchritude is concerned. 

It is hard to imagine a burlesque 
show without a number of strip dancers 
and a chorus of girls and boys prancing 
thru a series of steps at intervals thru- 
out the production. Minsky dares to be 
different. During Life Begins, which in- 
cidentally runs a full two hours and 40 
minutes, Minsky brings on only two strip 
girls and not one solitary dancing en- 
semble number by the 30 girls making 
up the chorus. Girls are not so strong. 
on looks. With Hollywood filied swith 
the cream of the crop, a little hunting in 
the byways would have brought forth a 
nicer and more shapely bunch. As it is 
the girls are used merely for backgrounds 
and at set intervals nod their heads and 
wave their hands. In only one number 
are the girls’ legs exposed. In all of their 
other appearances they are more heavily 
clothed than the girls one sees on Holly- 
wood boulevard. 

Strippers work fast and reach rock 
bottom fn less than three minutes. With 
the audience in a receptive mood for a 
little nudity, Minsky pulled the girls off 
fast and no amount of shouting and ap- 
plause could even coax forth abow. Asa 
result a disgusted audience was forced 
to quiet its desires and sit back for 
another barrage of fast repartee from the 
comedians of the company.

NEW YORK, July 20.—The current wave of amateur radio shows which has 
shown few signs of abating even with the summer under full headway has been a 


boon to many theatrical schools. 


made in New York showed that aspirants 
evenly divided as to having studied or 
granting that 50 per cent of the tyros are 
left. And even of that 50 per cent there 
are likely to be hopefuls willing or de- 
sirous of changing teachers. 


In connection with the amateur broad- 
casts, teachers thruout the country are 
realizing that it pays to arrange some 
sort of a program exchange with local 
stations. Under this method the schools 
present as often as is felt warranted 
their own amateur programs, featuring, 
of course, their pupils. There is no cash 
involved. The station gives the time in 
exchange for a program that is bound to 
attract listeners, whether the city be 
large or small. There is one New York 
school at least on a major New York sta- 
tion with such a setup. There are prob- 
ably more on smaller stations. 


Contacting the prospects heard on the 
amateur shows thruout the country’s 
Tadio stations and theaters must be left 
largely a matter of personal preference. 
Mail is, of course, the most obvious, since 
the acts if on a network program tell 
of the city whence they hail. If 
it’s strictly a local proposition then the 
problem becomes even more simplified. 
And finally, it dcesn’t hurt to arrange a 
broadcast for a pupil every once in a 
while. It’s good publicity.

Radio Gains as 


School Field; 


Gyps Loom as Serious Menace 


NEW YORK, July 20. — With radio 
gaining as a lucrative field, thousands 
of young hopefuls are paying hard- 
earned money to radio schools that 
promise everything and give practically 
nothing. Since most of the promising 
is done verbally and most of those 
mulcted are ashamed to admit their 
gullibility, these “schools” flourish. New 
York City is still their biggest sucker 
field. 

The Better Business Bureau has been 
after the gyp schools, tipping off the 
daily newspapers when to refuse to ac- 
cept advertising. A few complaints have 
even reached the District Attorney’s of- 
fice. But, in the main, these schools go 
on their merry way. Their carefully 
worded ads continue to draw amateurs 
who are led to believe that, after taking 
certain courses, the doors of the broad- 
casting studios will be open to them. 

Many schools keep within the letter 
of the law by buying a 15-minute or 


half-hour period on some small station 
and then permitting their best pupils 
to broadcast. In this way they can live 
up to their promise to “put you on the 
air.” Of course, few if any of these 
pupils ever win their way into the big 
studios. 

Dr. M. Sayle Taylor, radio’s “Voice of 
Experience,” last year looked into the 
fake radio school situation after receiv- 
ing many unsolicited and weeping let- 
ters from listeners-in. Spurred to action 
by friends, he invited his radio audience 
to write in their experiences with such 
schools. In a short time he had gath- 
ered approximately 5,000 letters relating 
actual experience. 

The city administration has been try- 
ing to push thru new laws licensing all 
private fee-charging schools. If and 
when this goes thru the License Depart- 
ment would have police powers over the- 
atrical schools and would be a potential 
weapon to fight the gyps. 


Local schools have finished with the an- 
nual recitals and are experiencing a short 
lull, with a consensus that a big fall and 
winter is just ahead. A goodly number 
report little letup despite the warm spell. 

The Louisiana Association headquarters 
has received its national charter and 
members are now being sent their certifi- 
cates by the State secretary, Miss Emelda 
Troxler. The annual convention of the 
association will be held during the 
Christmas holidays, Villere announced. 
He plans to bring in an expert to conduct 
classes during the annual session, as has 
been done in the past. With Mississippi 
having no organization of its own, Louisi- 
ana Association has quite a number of 
the Magnolia State’s teachers on its roll. 

With more than a score of schools con- 
ducting recitals during the spring and 
early summer, a large sum of money was 
collected by the city government thru 
its 2 per cent welfare tax on all amuse- 
ments. 

The Haines and Morton School of 
Dancing is offering a teachers’ course in 
dancing which has proved quite success- 
ful. At least six new schools have been 
opened the last several months as the 
result of a finished course in foundation 
and advanced dancing at this school, 
probably the oldest in this section of the 
country. 

A school of theater arts was opened 
last week by the Little Theater of New 
Orleans. This is to be a permanent fea- 
ture. The theater expects to benefit 
greatly from these free weekly courses. 

Those in charge are: Interpretation, 
Miss Zillah Mandes Meyer; diction, Mrs. 
Evva Joan Winter; makeup, Norris Brett; 
scenery and costumes, Mrs. Ethel Crumb

the big top. 

As to the class of music played, it 1s 
possible to give a concert in the ring 
made up of both classics and popular. 
That is what the large bands of former 
years used to do. They did not confine 
their programs to “long-haired” music. 
Our public is being accustomed more 
every day, thru music being taught in 
the schools and hearing good bands and 
orchestras over the radio, to wanting to 
hear good music, both popular and 
classical. 

I hope that in time to come circus 
bands will be brought to the front as 
well as some of the feature acts. The 
cost of having larger bands would be 
very little more than it is with the 
number of men being used now and 
would be worth the difference in the 
way the bands would sound.

Address 
your letters to Motor Transportation 
Department, The Billboard, 25-27 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati, O. We are prepared 
to give you remedies for these condi- 
tions which will prevent others from 
falling into the same trap. 


“War? 


In the July 13 issue of The Billboard 
appeared an article concerning a threat- 
ened “war” between Missouri and Iili- 
nois. The information came from 
sources which we considered reliable. 
This department immediately upon re- 
ceiving it sent letters of protest to the 
Public Service Commission of Missouri 
and the Illinois Commerce Commission 
asking them to refrain from creating 
the “war” which was to occur in two or 
three weeks. In the following letter 
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Motor Transportation Dept. 


By CAPTAIN E. R. HATFIELD 
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the Public Service Commission of Mis- 
souri declares that no such “war” shall 
occur. The State of Illinois had not re- 
plied to our letter up to the present 
writing: 
“Jefferson City, Mo., 
“July 9, 1935. 

“I have your letter of June 28 re- 
ferring to an alleged ‘war’ between the 
State of Illinois and the State of Mis- 
souri over the movement of motor ve- 
hicles. I think that you have been mis- 
informed. There is no war existing be- 
tween the two States. On the contrary 
the friendliest of relations exist. 

“Our laws are somewhat different and 
sometimes that difference is not under- 
stood, resulting in occasional inconven- 
ience to operators. 

“Our Missouri statute provides for the 
collection of a license plate fee on all 
motor vehicles, including passenger cars. 
This fee is collected by the secretary of 
state. In addition to that fee common 
carriers by motor vehicle are required to 
pay a license fee upon each vehicle op- 
erated. That is a separate and distinct 
license plate fee. The license fee on 
common-carrier trucks is collected by 
the Public Service Commission. In Illi- 
nois when a person operating a truck as 
a common carrier purchases his license 
plates he pays »ne fee. He cannot se- 
cure his license plates until that fee is 
paid in Mlinois. Therefore in Illinois 
a truck with a license plate attached to 
it is authorized to operate as a common 
carrier. In Missouri the existence of a 
license plate on a truck to which it is 
attached does not indicate that the par- 
ticular truck to which it is attached 
may be operated as a common carrier 
for hire. Our Missouri law requires that 
everyone operating as a common carrier 
in interstate commerce pay a fee for the 
use of the Missouri highways. We can- 
not authorize an Illinois truck being 
operated as a common carrier to enter 
Missouri or pass thru Missouri without 
the payment of that fee. The same 
situation in a general way applies in 
Illinois. 

“A more uniform system of laws ap- 
plying in each of the States is, of course, 
desirable, but pending the time when 
the situation may be brought about the 
motor-vehicle departments of the vari- 
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ous States are co-operating as best they 
can and I think doing as well as could 
be expected under circumstances. 
“Public Service Commission State of 
Missouri. J. C. COLLET. Chairman.” 
EDITOR’S NOTE—Mr. Collet’s letter 
refers to common carriers for hire pur- 
poses. Our interest in his letter con- 
cerns what may be obtained by private 
carriers not for hire and persons who 
travel thru his State who haul only 
their own personal property. There 
seems to be no difference between those 
who haul for hire and those who do not, 
according to the contents of the above 
letter. Naturally, for-hire carriers profit 
from what they haul and are in that 
business as a business, while the private 
carrier has no other means of transport- 
ing his property except by truck and 
he must pay the same price as the com- 
mon carrier. The meaning of a com- 
mon carrier is one who transports every- 
thing from peanuts to hay wire and is 
paid for it, while the private carrier 
hauls only the product of his own 
origination or that which belongs to 
him and receives no money for the 


movement. 
Defining 


Every State has a law that reads as 
the one mentioned in the above letter. 
There are several types of carriers and 
several types of movements. Most all 
States have provisions covering common, 
contract, private and irregular carriers. 
Common carriers operate over a desig- 
nated route under franchise and main- 
tain a schedule. Contract carriers haul 
for manufacturers and shippers under 
contract and may haul to anywhere. 
Irregular carriers may haul for hire up- 
on call for anyone, while private carriers 
haul only their own property or trans- 
port property without revenue received. 
The laws on license do not give prefer- 
ence to private carriers nor do such laws 
give privileges. The laws on length, 
height, width and weight affect all types 
of carriers with exemptions to none. In 
many States private carriers are re- 
quired to purchase permits, certificates 
and other documents; however, the fees 
are not high. Common carriers, con- 
tract carriers and irregular carriers are 
compelled to obtain these documents 
in most all States. Our purpose in the 
explanation is to show the difference 
between the many kinds of carriers, yet 
prove that the private carrier receives 
unfair rating according to what and 
how he hauls. We cannot comprehend 
the reason why States do not create laws 
protecting the private operators. 

Speed 

This department has been informed 
by many readers that they sent letters 
of protest to the States of Illinois and 
Missouri. This is fine co-operation and 
just the thing required to halt unfair 
acts against the industry. We want to 
thank all who joined with us in this

Cecil Lean, 58, actor and author and 
husband and partner of Cleo Mayfield, 
died of a heart attack in New York 
July 18 while walking in West 45th . 
street. 

Cecil Lean and Cleo Mayfield formed 
one of the best known husband and 
wife teams in the show business. They 
had but recently returned from a road 
tour in “The Bishop Misbehaves,” man- 
aged on the road by Wee & Leven- 
thal. Earlier in the season they toured 
for the same managers in “The Milky 
Way.” During the winter they had 
been on a radio commercial. Last sea- 
son they were in “Big Hearted Her- 
bert.” 

Mr. Lean was born in London and 
first achieved prominence in the thea- 
ter in 1903 with Frank Daniels in 
“Miss Simplicity.” He also worked in 
Chicago at the La Salle Theater that 
year and appeared there for several 
seasons in “The Time, the Place and 
the Girl,” “The Honeymoon Trail” and

York in 1908 in the last-named show. 
He opened on Broadway in “Bright 
Eyes” February, 1910, and was in it 
for two road seasons after its New 
York engagement.

GENEVA, N. Y., July 20.—Adhering to 
its policy of being the first “major league 
circus” in all stands played during 1935, 
the Cole Bros.-Clyde Beatty Circus 
finishes with New York State this week, 
then moves into Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land. Many truck shows have preceded 
the show into stands, but General Agent 
Floyd King has carefully arranged his 
route and wonderful business continues 
at ticket wagons. 

Rainy weather and soft lots in New 
York State hampered show the past 
week. Platisburg, Rutland, Burlington 
and Ogdensburg were towns that called 
for all the resources of the show. How- 
ever, all shows were practically on time, 
but it was necessary to call off street 
parades in Plattsburg and Glens Falls. 

For the first time in nearly 10 days 
the sun was constantly on the job in 
Saranac Lake and new attendance figures 
for a city of its size were established.

Ringling-Barnum Obtains 
Charter in New York State 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 20.—The Ring- 
ling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey Com- 
bined Shows, Inc., originally incorpor- 
ated under the laws of Delaware, was 
authorized on July 17 to conduct busi- 
ness in New York State. Its charter 
calls for the operation of all branches 
of the circus business. 

Altho the company has been operating 
in New York State for many seasons 
and the show appeared here recently, it 
is said that the chartering of the com- 
pany here is for the purpose of com- 
plying with certain sections of the State 
law relative to the workmen's compen- 
sation act. The New York office is lo- 
cated at 331 Madison avenue. John M. 
Kelley is mamed as_ vice-president 
of the company, which, according to its 
charter, has a capitalization consisting 
of 1,000 shares of stock of no stated par 
value.

Film Reflecting 


Real Circus 


Atmosphere Nears Completion 


LOS ANGELES, July 20.—Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer studios are putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the circus story, 
O’Shaughnessey’s Boy, starring Wallace 
Beery and Jackie Cooper. Richard Boles- 
lawski, director, told The Billboard that 
he received wonderful co-operation from 
the troupers in this picture. Stanley 
Rogers, art director, did a fine job, as did 
Robert (Red) Golden, production man- 
ager. Jimmie How, chief camera man. 
Boleslawski directed with great under- 
standing. 

Having seen the screening of much of 
the film, it really seems apparent that 
this is one story that will reflect the real 
circus atmosphere. A complete circus 
setup is used-—-Side Show, menagerie, 
Wild West concert, circus acts of merit, 
a full wardrobe circus parade correct in 
detail—seven bulls, camels, lead stock, 
open dens, etc. One scene that should 
register with all, and especially show- 
folk, is the loading of the show at night 
in a downpour of rain, with careful at- 
tention given to detail in the pull-up 
and pull-over teams, polers, etc. 

Last Saturday, on invitation of Pub- 
licity Director Lawrence, the writer saw 
the final shots of Beery wrestling a tiger 
—and he does it. No “dubs” here. 
Script calls for Wally to be thrown by 


the tiger and finish with tiger having 
one of his arms in his mouth. Here has 
been done a remarkable job of animal 
breaking by Louis Roth, of Goebel’s 
Lion Farm, and a rather daring job by 
Beery. Wally also works the tiger rid- 
ing an elephant, going thru a large hoop 
of fire at finish. George Emerson broke 
a new elephant for the act and did a 
splendid job. 


In the past there has been much to 
criticize in circus and carnival films, 
but in this MGM opus Boleslawski has 
positively made a great try to produce a 
picture as correct in detail as possible. 
There are a lot of troupers and former 
troupers in the film. A pleasing feature 
is the big band doing a concert before 
the performance with the noted Clar- 
ence Muse singing several numbers. 


It is a massive production, and we 
opine that it will hit the bull’s-eye of 
box-office popularity. The first unit 
goes to New York for premiere and will 
carry the animals used in the steel 
arena, with George Emerson in charge.

The melodrama began immediately

Putting Its Surplus Into Larger 


Amusement Programs a Stimulus 
s 


Increasing returns during each of 38 years of operation 
have been results—situation covering contracts for for- 
eign acts sometimes leads to difficulties 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 20.—A co-operative plan between resort visitors and 
Atlantic City Steel Pier Company, by which sharing of surplus over actual operating 
costs of the enterprise is returned to its patrons in larger amusement programs, has 
been the stimulating factor in the organization’s growth. At termination of each 
fiscal year Stee] Pier Company establishes in the form of a budget the additional 


amount to be expended for the following year’s schedule of amusements. 


As the 


company’s returns have shown an increase over each prior year during its 38 years 


of activity its amusement programs have 
grown both in number and merit. 

In the functioning of this co-operative 
plan contracts are made to bring unusual 
attractions to Steel Pier from various 
parts of this country and Europe as soon 
as the allotted sums for such additional 
contracts are arrived at. 


Occasionally the situation covering 
foreign contracts,made long in advance, 
brings difficulties. The recent case of 
the Camilio-Mayer Troupe, held at Ellis 
Island pending decision of labor authori- 
ties with reference to entry, is one in 
particular. 


The family of seven, claiming to be the 
only artists in the world doing a certain 
unique high-pole act, are under contract 
for appearance only at Steel Pier while 
in this country, and bonds have been 
posted for their immediate return to 
Europe at termination of this contract. 
The barrier was lifted by the government 
when the actual conditions were known, 
but caused considerable concern during 
negotiations.

Trainer’s Battle 


In Cage Pulls Crowds to A. C. Pier 


ATLANTIC CITY, July 20.— Manuel 
King, 11-year-old wild animal trainer, 
youngest in the biz, had the closest call 
of his short professional career this 
week in a battle between two animals 
in his cage at Young’s Million-Dollar 
Pier, where he is season’s feature attrac- 
tion. The King outfit includes 10 lions 
and two tigers, latter having never been 
broken into cage routine. 

It was decided to try breaking in one 
of the tigers, Sheik, Monday morning. 
Captain John C. Guilfoyle, who for sev- 
eral years has been teaching King tricks 
of the trade, was to break the tiger 
and then turn him over to King later in 
the season, then to work the two ani- 
mals with the lions. Everything was 
going along smoothly and Guilfoyle an- 
nounced that the tiger was exceptionally 
well behaved for the first time in. He 
went thru simple routine and then 
young King entered the ring. The tiger 
Obeyed him as he had done Guilfoyle. 

It was then decided to let a lion into 
the cage, and the lion, true to routine, 
ascended the stools and found the tiger 
at the top. Sheik lunged at the lion, 
the latter grabbed him by the throat 


and both battled down to the center of 
the ring, closing King in a corner 
furthest from the safety gate. The 
youngster went into the mass of jungle 
fury, prodding, calling and whipping as 
Guilfoyle rushed in from the opposite 
side of the cage. The tiger turned on 
King, made a lunge and carried his 
safety chair and stick away, leaving him 
with only a small whip. This he used 
with force upon Sheik as Guilfoyle fired 
blanks into the faces of the beasts, 
finally quieting them, after which they 
were put back in the chute in quick 
order.

New Bleachers Being Built 
For Missouri State Fair 


SEDALIA, Mo., July 20.—Work has be- 
gun in tearing down the ancient bleach- 
ers to make way for construction of 
modern, safe bleacher seats for the Mis- 
souri State Fair, August 10-17. The old 
structure has recently been considered 
unsafe. 

The new bleachers will be substantial- 
ly built and will contain modern conces- 
sion space and seats for approximately 
1,000 persons. Secretary Charles W. 
Green said that an effort will also be 
made to provide a sunshade to assure 
greater comfort for persons occupying 
bleacher seats during afternoon per- 
formances. 

The old bleachers now being razed 
were erected for the Missouri Centennial 
Celebration in 1921. This improvement, 
together with the announced 25-cent 
gate admission, should greatly increase 
attendance at the fatr. 


Connecticut Annuals Total 
35; Season Opens in August 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 20.—Con- 
necticut’s fair season will officially open 
on August 22 and continue thru October 
12. During this period 35 fairs and two 
flower shows will be staged. This repre- 
sents two more than were held last year 
but two less than the total number in 
operation 10 years ago. Thirty-seven 
fairs were held in 1925 and of this num- 
ber 16 are still in existence. This means 
that by comparing the two years, 19 new 
fairs have come into existence. 

However, the Connecticut Department 
of Agriculture reports that the number 
of new fairs will be in excess of this 
figure as the last 10 years have wit- 
nessed the rise and fall of several agri- 
cultural societies. The department finds 
that while the total number of fairs in 
the State is remaining fairly constant 
over a period of years, the type of fair 
is changing constantly. Many of the 
large town or county fairs as well as the 
State fair have passed and in their 
places have sprung up grange fairs, 
which in many cases are considerably 
smaller. 


TORRINGTON, Conn. — Harwinton 
Fair officials will build a 60 by 30 hall 
for school and 4-H Club exhibits for the 
fair on October 5, reports Lew Campbell, 
superintendent of concessions and acts. 
Harwinton is building a macadam road 
from the highway to the grounds. For 
this 79th annual 20,000 free school tick- 
ets will go out. 


Three in Two Weeks 


MANTENO, Iil., July 20.—There must 
be some kind of a record set in time ad- 
justment of three adjoining fairs which 
will be held within a period of two weeks, 
thinks Charles J. O'Neill, Manteno horse 
breeder. They are to be in Crown Point, 
Ind., August 27-30; Mason, Ill, August 
31-September 2, and Peotone, Ill., Sep- 
tember 4-6. “One hour’s drive will easily 
take one from one to the others,” he said. 
“I believe they will be the best in their 
history. Crops are good and farmers will 
be thru threshing when these fairs start.”

ATLANTA, July 20.—President M. M. 
(Mike) Benton, Southeastern Fair; 
Ralph A. Hankinson, Hankinson Speed- 
ways, and Bill Breitenstein, Southern 
manager for Hankinson, reported an all- 
time record for July 4 attendance in 
Lakewood Park om Independence Day, 
and a new Sunday auto race record was 
made on July 7 at Southeastern Fair's 
playground and race course. 

The Hankinson - Breitenstein auto 
races pulled the largest auto race crowd 
in 13 years of speed events on Lake- 
wood speedway, a new night crowd be- 
ing recorded for the fireworks. Total 
attendance approached 60,000, with 30,- 
000 estimated as witnessing the after- 
noon speed sorties and an equal number 
back at night for free fireworks. Con- 
cessioners reported fine revenue, and 
the contention of the fair management 
that paid gates bring more revenue all 
around apparently was borne out.

Money 
take was 50 per cent over last year and 
the Sunday gross 50 per cent above 
any still time Sunday auto race in 


Lakewood. Plans are under way for an 
AAA race meet on Labor Day. 

For the third consecutive year Capital 
District Fair, September 9-14, will be 
under direct management of Ralph A. 
Hankinson as result of contracts closed 
with Albany-Schenectady Counties Asso- 
ciation in Altamont, N. Y. Roy F. 
Peugh, Balston Spa, who for several 
years has been secretary of Altamont 
Fair, will continue in that capacity for 
Mr. Hankinson. 


Outstanding acts will be used for 
grand-stand attractions daily, and nego- 
tiations are under way for a big girl 
revue for the night show. Fireworks will 
be used each night. There will be three 
days of horse racing and two days of 
auto speed events. 


Mr. Hankinson will swing about half 
of his exploitation staff into Altamont 
for an advertising campaign. Under di- 
rection of Jake Marks an area of more 
than 100 miles in all directions will be 
plastered with flashy paper. Jim 
Malone, Pat Purcell, Herb Dotten and 
Russ Moyer will handle the press de- 
partment.

At a meeting on Monday of the 
finance committee, which holds almost 
complete powers, Mr. Belcher is reported 
to have said: 

“If you'll give me charge of it I'll run 
the show.” 

The resignations are the culmination 
of decided differences of opinion regard- 
ing operation of the exposition. 


Director General Belcher immediately 
appointed Harriett Mortell head of the 
music department; Ed Brown, in full 
charge for the exposition of all conces- 
sions in which the fair organization has 
financial interest, including Gold Gulch; 
Jack C. York, publicity director, and 
Cruse Carriel, contact man for Mr. 
Belcher. Personnel of all other depart- 
ments were told to continue as before. 


The officials who resigned submitted 
a long letter to directors, exhibitors and 
concessioners, giving their reasons, among 
which mention was made of “continued 
San Diego antipathy toward what is 
termed locally the ‘foreign manage- 
ment’” and 
and politics that have dominated in the 
corporate setup.” 


Belcher Has Program 


“The exposition is in good shape to- 
day,” concludes the letter, “has good 
momentum, and we honestly believe 
that the directors will now realize its 
needs and we most sincerely hope that 
there will be effected a co-operative pro- 
gram as between yourselves and the 
corporate body which will make your 
participation profitable and insure the 
success of the exposition.” 

Mr. Belcher, 30, youngest man to hold 
such an important position, from the 
outset has had an important voice in 
actual Management of the exposition. 
He announced he proposes to get rid of 
cuplication of activities and overlapping 
departmental functions, adding: “Build- 
ing an exposition in record-breaking 
time, as was done so efficiently by Farm- 
er and Tupper, is one thing. Operating 
it is quite another, and it may be that 
the construction management, quite 
understandably, carried over into the 
operations period some persons, or as a 
reward for past performances and be- 
cause they actually were needed by a 
going concern, as the exposition now is. 
£uch a program of settlement as I pro- 
pose is simplified by the several 
resignations. It means hiring rather 
than firing.”

Farmer Directed Games 


Zack J. Farmer directed the 1932 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles, which 
were the most successful in participa- 
tion, attendance and financial return in 
history of this event, yielding net profit 
of $1,400,000. He was 10 years executive 
manager of the Community Develop- 
ment Association, an organization of 
outstanding commercial leaders of 
Southern California. Under his direc- 
tion Memorial Coliseum, Los Angeles, 
called the world’s largest stadium, was 
erected. These funds, plus the Coli- 
seum, were presented to the city and 
county by the Community Development 
Association. Later Mr. Farmer was pub- 
lisher and part owner of a prominent 
Los Angeles newspaper. 

J. David Larson is an experienced ex- 
position director, Chamber of Commerce 
executive and newspaper man whose 
services were loaned the fair by Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce. In 1928 
he organized and managed Pacific 
Southwest Exposition, Long Beach, 
Calif., attracting 1,000,000 visitors in 39 
days. 

Waldo T. Tupper is nationally known 
for his successful management of trade 
exposition and other public functions 
on the Pacific Coast. One of the recent 
enterprises under his management was 
the “La Fiesta de Los Angeles,” a 
$1,000,000 10-day celebration, com- 
memorating the city’s 150th birthday. 


Out-of-Staters Increasing 


Cash receipts from admissions and 
concession percentages are exceeding 
expectations and are more than suf- 
ficient to take care of operating costs, 
according to the finance committee, 
which, however, urges strict economy 
and suggests all financial affairs of the 
company be turned over to a board of 
control, consisting of prominent San 
Diegans, selected for their efficiency in 
management. 

Julius Wangenheim, chairman of the 
finance committee, said: “During July 
and August we expect daily budget ex- 
penditures will be about $4,000, while 
gate receipts will run $5,000 daily, with 
$1,500 from concessions. That would 
give a profit of about $3,000 daily. With 
the start of July the exposition’s daily 
profit has been about $2,000 and there 
is every indication that it will increase.” 

Showmen on the midway, who watch 
attendance closely, report that out-of- 
State visitors are becoming more numer- 
ous as vacation season advances. Auto 
caravans of sightseers are said to be 
arriving daily.

Hors d’Oeuvres 
By FRANK D.SHEAN 


BRUSSELS, July 8.—With the weather 
continuing fair and warmer, June 30 
brought out a crowd of some 285,000 
persons to pass thru the gates of the 
Exposition Universelle et Internationale 
de Bruxelles to witness a traditional 
spectacular pageant and gala costumed 
procession, which lasted three hours, 
about the grounds. After the parade 
crowd filled the cafes, while others gave 
attention to the Pare Des Attractions. 
Rides and shows reported good business. 

George M. Potie, associated with 
Dufour & Rogers here, has taken his 
holidays on a visit to Germany, Austria 
and Luxemburg and will be gone about 
10 days. Potie, accompanied by his wife, 
who was his secretary at the Belgian 
Village in 1933-'34 at A Century of Prog- 
ress, is motoring and has planned to 
visit some of the renowned summer re- 
sorts of the Continent. 


Old Brussels, which is the name of 
the only village here and about three 
times as large as the Chicago World's 
Fair Belgian Village, continues to re- 
main the night spot of the fair. Into 
the early morning hours gayety prevails 
in the little cafes, where one may order 
beer for the price of (Fr 1.50) one franc 
fifty centimes, to the more swanky 
places that charge 50 francs (Fr 50) ad- 
mission. While the remainder of the 
fair is closed tightly, Old Brussels is gay 
with music and laughter, strains from 
American jazz bands, intermingled with 
Russian, French, Belgian and Austrian 
songs. 


Making show-help seems to be the 
big problem of the American and Eng- 
lish operators and managers at this 
exposition. To engage talkers, ticket 
takers, cashiers and performers and to 
try them out, accept them for employ- 
ment is only the start of their help 
problem. Regardless of times the help 
have performed their duties, you must 
instruct them daily and constantly 
watch over them or your attraction will 
not function. Two or three days’ work 
@ week seems to be the limit of their 
efforts. They are either ill, someone in 
the family is ill or some excuse is found 
to lay off a day or two. A ticket taker 
and grinder on one of the American- 
owned attractions came crying to the 
manager, stating his mother was very 
ill in Antwerp and he must leave at 
once. He was granted permission to 
leave, the manager rearranged his help 
to suit Sunday business and later in 
the day he found the same fellow work- 
ing on another attraction, where he was 
earning 10 francs more for the day and 
one meal. But this is an old story here 
and happens every day. 


“Zimmie,” the American legless high 
iver and swimmer, is now situated in 
“Peaux Rouge” attraction, or better the 
American Indian Stockade, where he is 
performing for the time being until his 
fall departure to Denmark. 

Life Show now opens at 11 a.m. daily, 
which is two hours ahead of any other 
attraction, and shows to many early 
visitors who manage to stray to the Parc 
Des Attractions. 

The American showfolks here planned 
on the occasion of Independence Day, 
July 4, a get-together at a dinner which 
was also to be the formation of a club. 
Temporary Chairman Harry Traver, as- 
sisted by Walter Sibley, made the ar- 
rangements; Joe Rogers and Harry Har- 
grave were on the entertainment com- 
mittee. 


Springfield, 0., “4th” 
Event Not a Success 


SPRINGFIELD, O., July 20. — The 
four-day celebration staged here at 
the fairgrounds, starting on the 


“Fourth.” was not a financial success. 
Inclement weather and some adverse 
local conditions contributed to there not 
being good attendance.

Roller Hockey Comparisons 
By CYRIL BEASTALL 


A few comparisons relating to roller 
hockey rules in use on our respective 
sides of the Atlantic today. There is 
considerable difference between the 
European game and that put on in 
American rinks; over here the ball is 
used to entire exclusion of the puck and 
all players are amateurs. 

In the United States two distinct 
sets of rules are mainly in use. Richard- 
son rules, closely following those of the 
ice game, with the puck preferred, were 
adopted by one association and have 
been taken as standard by a number of 
leagues for the last four years. NSA 
rules are the alternative and are used 
exclusively by teams under jurisdiction 
of that body. The National Skating 
Association gives preference to the ball. 

Both sets of rules stipulate three 
periods of 20 minutes (10-minute in- 
terval) and six players on a side, com- 
pared with two periods of 15 minutes 
(three-minute interval) and five on a 
team as the order of things on this 
side of the big pond. 

Regulation goal cages in Europe meas- 
ure three feet in height by four feet in 
width, which is one foot narrower all 
round than smallest cages used in 
America. 

Method of penalizing players for in- 
fringement of rules differs vastly. Over 
here most fouls are followed by a free 
hit for the opposing team, excepting 
when lapse occurs in penalty area, 
marked out immediately in front of 
each goal cage (18 by 40 feet), and 
aggrieved side is attacking. In such 
case the ball is placed on penalty spot 
(located center of penalty line, 18 feet 
from cage) and free shot awarded, with 
all players (excepting goalkeeper of 
offending team) behind the striker. A 
player is very rarely ordered off the 
floor by the referee over here; such hap- 
pening would only follow continued 
gross misconduct after due warning 
from the referee. 

The roller hockey stick used thruout 
Europe differs very much from the 
American stick, being smaller, lighter 
(maximum weight allowed 18 ounces) 
and definitely easier to handle—being 
something after shape of the roller polo 
stick—while American sticks closely re- 
semble the regulation ice hockey stick, 
and with such cumbersome things it is 
useless to think of developing the ex- 
ceptionally quick, neat movements asso- 
ciated with the European game. 

Roller hockey is featured in something 
over 90 per cent of English rinks today, 
a state of affairs which suggests that a 
high standard of play is in evidence. 
To put the game on a similar footing in 
the United States as a whole would 
necessitate severe modification of exist- 
ing American rules, especially in respect 
of duration of matches. Excepting 
where hockey is staged to exclusion of 
ordinary skating or is an after-session 
feature, the game is generally looked 
upon as a sort of interval in the session 
and as such cannot hope to become 
popular in America to the wide extent 


that it is over here until the playing 
time is brought down to something like 
half an hour and rough tactics com- 
plained of by many prominent roller 
rink operators in the States are almost 
entirely eliminated. 

The style of play existing in certain 
parts of America may satisfy all con- 
cerned in those particular localities, but 
the real thing, to my mind, is to make 
the game more attractive to the great 
majority of the roller-skating public. 
By careful supervision of a capable or- 
ganization much can be done to make 
roller hockey a really popular feature 
during the session at even the most 
select rinks at least once a week. 

Standardization and distinct modifica- 
tion of rules would seem to be the first 
Move in the right direction. Appoint- 
ment of qualified referees is also very 
necessary if the undesirable rough stuff 
is to be cut out. The problem has been 
successfully dealt with in England by 
the NRHA, and in the south especially, 
the standard of play and general run- 
ning of things leaves little to wish for. 
Rough play is now almost a thing of the 
past, thanks to the widespread influence 
of the English ruling body. 

Even where accommodation for spec- 
tators is so limited as to make catering 
for onlookers of very secondary im- 
portance, a roller hockey match makes 
an attractive interval for the ordinary 
skater, providing it is played to a 
reasonably good standard and does not 
take up too much time.

Carnivals Will Be Checked 
Regarding Exemption Clause 


RALEIGH, N. C., July 20.—Inquiry to 
determine whether fairs seeking exemp- 
tions from State license taxes for opera- 
tion of carnivals are strictly agricultural 
fairs will be made upon receipt of ap- 
plications for such exemptions, the new 
committee provided by the Legislature 
to pass on the matter decided.

It takes 
brains and experience. You have to be 
an adjuster, promoter, orator and know 
the pay days in your territory. No mag- 
azine can help do the things I have 
mentioned Thai is up to the individual. 
Bad days can be cut to a minimum by 
finding out pay days and industrial con- 
ditions in the particular territory you 
wish to make. Why are merchants 
hostile to peddlers? The dog lying in the 
hay cannot eat it but he keeps the 
horse from eating it. The merchant 
lacks ability to sell his merchandise and 
does not want anyone else to succeed. 
Pitchmen and peddlers have more brains 
and ability than 90 per cent of the mer- 
chants. Peddlers go after business while 
the merchant sits around end cries about 
the depression.

This 
will test your ability as an adjuster.

cept that carried in the Rome and Utica 
newspapers along with an abundance of 
publicity in the news columns. And 
just think of it, the show played to bet- 
ter than 10,000 people on the day, which, 
it is believed, is about the same number 
of people who saw the R-B show when 
it played Cleburne, Tex., in 1924 on a 
two days’ notice, the hoof and mouth 
disease being prevalent in South Texas 
at the time. 

Among the unusual facts concerning 
Rome, as related by Roland Butler, gen- 
eral press representative of the Ringling 
interests, are: 

It was the first city in which a big 
show ever exhibited where not one single 
letter or piece of mail was waiting for 
the mail man. (There was no time for 
mail—and even the advance, with the 
exception of one or two men, didn’t 
know where the show was. The show 
was actually lost for a day to practically 
every one outside its personnel on the 
lot.) 

No contracts were made. The mayor 
promised license verbally over phone to 
Butler in Utica at midnight on the night 
of July 9 (Rome was played on the 11th). 
Seat sale was promised in the same man- 
ner. 

It was the first time the press depart- 
ment hadn’t sent readers to outside week- 
lies—no time for them to publish same. 

And it was first time the troupe ever 
went into a town with no visual evidence 
of circus in windows or boards. (Cle- 
burne had five or six pieces of mail in 
post office and had billing evidence of the 
engagement.)

Connecticut Sawdust 


FTER having started out to see the 
Hagenbeck - Wallace - Forepaugh- 
Sells Bros.’ Circus in Hackensack, 

N. J., a few weeks ago and forced to 
turn back because of a storm, your cor- 
respondent caught up with the show at 
South Norwalk, Conn., where the cus- 
tomers did not come in droves but they 
came in nice numbers. 


I saw Sterling S. (Duke) Drukenbrod 
first on the lot, as usual. Mr. Druken- 
brod, who has been head man of the 
kid show for many years, has an excel- 
lent layout excellently framed. Again it 
Was a treat to watch Val Vino, the veter- 
an, lecture from the platforms. I can- 
noi imagine the side show without Duke 
and the oratory without Val. It’s one 
of the most perfect combinations in 
show business. 


If there was a lug in the performance 
I didn’t notice it. You are inclined 
to credit Manager Ralph Clawson and 
Equestrian Director Alfredo Codona with 
stepping on the accelerator for the 
three-ring spread, the action around the 
track and the offerings in the air; not 
counting the performers who apparent- 
ly belong to the school of co-operation. 


That the clown numbers are given 
unusual opportunity to display their 
wares is quite noticeable. 


Concluding the inaugural entry is a 
fireworks display, a swell flash. Even 
the professional boys applauded—Bever- 
ly Kelley and Bill Fields, ex-press agents 
of the show; Charlie Stewart, general 
manager for Laurence Rivers, Inc., pro- 
ducer of The Green Pastures, and their 
retinue from New York. A few minutes 
later who walks in but a well-known 
joey by the name of Bert Lahr, the ga- 
ga-looking comic of Broadway and radio. 


I liked the way Eddie Woeckener 
dished up the gallops and the waltzes 
ard the ra-ta-ta stuff, but it seemed 
to me that he cen and will do better 
on the jazz arrangements. I believe it 
was the heat, a very nerve-getting com- 
modity. 


Performance in general was, if any- 
thing, an improvement over last year, 
and the years before that, for that mat- 
ter. It’s full of genuine circus from 
start to finish. Maximo, of the slack 
wire, goes quite modern, being sur- 
rounded by a contingent of lovely girls 
who execute a twirl dance to precede his 
act. As a matter of report, I think the 
show this year is a kind of training base 
for fem dancers, many of whom have 
captivating faces and figures. The same 
holds true for the menage numbers, 
which are capably directed by Rudy 
Rudynoff. 


My persona! selections for standouts 
are Bert Nelson and John Helliott, wild 
animal trainers; Janet May, one-arm 
Pplanges; Maximo, who is better than 
ever, and remember he’s a_ veteran; 
every one of the clowns, the clown band 
topping in belly laughs; the flying acts 
and several others whose names escape 
me. I have deliberately left out the 
Cristiani principal riding turn, prefer- 
ring to single them out as contributing 
what I think is the best circus horse- 
manship in this country today. I said 
as much when I first caught them, and 
they certainly have lived up to the 
promises held out by a friend of mine 
in Europe who raved about them in 
communications to me a couple of years 
ago, when he saw them at an English 
circus. One young man in the troupe is 
the absolute last word in equestrian 
perfection. 


After the show we went down to 
Larchmont, N. Y., with Mrs. Cora Wilson 
to see her miniature circus in the attic; 
@ creation of Oscar Decker, former 
trouper; and for two hours were en- 
grossed in another swell spectacle, the 
eclipse of the moon. In short, the eve- 


ning was a thoro success, and if I have 
skipped hither and yon in trying to 
sum up the H-W-4-P-8-B Circus, blame 
it on the heat.

Let in Dallas 


Company gives up $25,000 
and 25” over $50,000— 
Lusse seeks concessions 


@ 

DALLAS, July 20.—Bowen Motor 
Coaches, Texas, has been granted the 
transportation concession for Texas Cen- 
tennial Exposition grounds, according to 
Nat Rodgers, director of concessions, 

The company is paying $25,000 cash 
for the privilege and 25 per cent of gross 
receipts in excess of $50,000. It prom- 
ises to install 15 modern busses, to cost 
between $8,000 and $10,000 each, and so 
arranged that every passenger can 
have uncbstructed view, since each seat 
faces a window. Capacity of vehicles 
will be between 50 and 75. 

Busses will traverse a route about a 
mile and a half-and will be afforded 
right of way by marked traffic lines. 
President R. C. Bowen, Fort Worth, 
signed the contract for the company, 
which will also pave 1,100 feet on the 
east end of Centennial Park for use as 
private right of way. 


On Historical Tours 


There will be a main bus station near 
the main park entrance and busses will 
stop at all prominent street intersec- 
tions and cross center of the midway. 
Vehicles will be air-cooled, with stream- 
line construction and low steps, and will 
have uniformed drivers and conductors 
to explain the points of interest. Pares 
will be 10 cents for adults and 65 cents 
for children. 

Mr. Bowen said he will institute a 
series Of Texas Centennial tours with a 
line of specially constructed busses dur- 
ing 1935, tours to leave Dallas for 
various points of historical interest 
thruout the State and will be from 
three to five days’ duration. 

Application for a Skooter ride con- 
cession at the centennial and a Water 
Skooter concession on the lagoon has 
been made by Lusse Bros., Inc., Phila- 
delphia. 


Lusse Predicts Success 


Mr. and Mrs. Richard FP. Lusse visited 
Director Rodgers last week. They left 
Philadelphia early in July and visited 
Dallas en route to the Coast to visit 
the exposition in San Diego. They have 
ride concessions in San Diego and at the 
Brussels Exposition, and the Skooter was 
one of the outstanding features at A 
Century of Progress, Chicago. 

Director Rodgers took them on a tour 
of the centennial grounds, showing them 
demolition work now in progress, with 
half a million dollars’ worth of buildings 
formerly used by the State Fair of Tex- 
as being torn down by workmen to make 
way for the $15,000,000 centennial plant. 

The concession asked by Lusse Bros. 
will cost some $50,000. They will make 
final arrangements on their way back 
from the Coast. 

“We have had concessions at every 
major exposition in history and we will 
have one at the Texas Centennial,” Mr. 
Lusse said. “I am satisfied that the 
Texas Centennial is going to prove one 
of the biggest shows of the century.”

ST. PAUL, July 20.—Despite the hot and fast pitching hy police, the city 
council, city prosecutor and newspapers, cperatcrs of pinball games in St. Paul 
at last are safe on first base, but the battle is not vet over. 
in District Court, announced July 16 that on application of the Ramsey County 
Amusement Operators’ Association, Inc., he will, “in a few days,” issue an order 
restraining police from making wholesale interference with machines or arrests of 
“But certainly I will not enjoin the police from confiscating the ma- 


operators. 
chines nor arresting the proprietors 
where there is evidence the devices are 
used for gambling purposes,” Judge Hanft 
said. 

“I have played the machines myself, 
for amusement, of course,” he said. 
“Anything can be used for gambling if 
the persons using it are determined to 
gamble.” 

Meanwhile, a decision testing legality 
of the machines was postponed for the 
fourth time, July 15, by Municipal Judge 
Clayton Parks to permit the defense to 
file a brief. The court gave Eugene M. 
O'Neill, attorney for the operators in 
both cases, until July 22 to file a brief 
in behalf of his client, Axel Cardelli, 
confectionery store proprietor in whose 
place a machine was seizec. 

Outside of the legal battle, J. Don 
Leary, president of the Minnesota Skill 
Game Operators’ Association, scored a 
high point when he addressed a letter 
to The St. Paul Daily News, which pub- 
lished parts of the letter. The News 
ran an editorial entitled “Vicious De- 
vices” in which it scored the machines 
and said that if they could not be con- 
fiscated, a license “so high their opera- 
tion would not be profitable” should be 
imposed 


The News had run a story on its front 
page in which it quoted Irving Gotlieb, 
city prosecutor, in which he said he had 
the balls weighed in a bacteriological 
laboratory and that their weight was 
found to vary. Therefore, he said, they 
were not games of skill, but gambling 
devices in which “skill is negligible, 
chance considerable.” 

Mr. Leary’s letter was in answer to 
Mr. Gotlieb’s charges. It reads: “You 
mention that inasmuch as pin balls 
vary in weight, that it is Mr. Gotlieb’s 
contention that skill would have very 
little to do with the playing of the 
games. 

“For your own information, because 
you are evidently very much interested 
im these cases, we have gone to the 
trouble of having the State Inspector of 
Scales give us a report on the weight 
of a complete set of pool balls, variation 
of weights of three different baseballs, 
and variation of weights of two different 
brands of golf balls. 

“All of these golf balls, baseballs and 
pool balls were out of new packages and 
weights were made of the same type of 
balls that were out of the same packages. 

“If the difference in weight of pin 
balls affects the skill of the player who 
is indulgitig in a game of amusement, it 
would also seem reasonable that the 
gentleman who steps up to an everyday 
game of pool would be interested to 
know that his chances of winning pool 
also are affected by the difference in 
weights of the balls. , 

“We also feel that our home-run hit- 
ters might be very much enlightened by 
the discovery that the balls they try to 
bang out home runs with vary in weight. 

“Perhaps. too, some of us dubs can 
get an excuse for our low scores in goli 
when it is brought to light that the same 
brand of popular golf balls from the 
same package vary in weight. 

“Perhaps a great deal doesn’t depend 
on such a small difference in weight.” 

Mr. Leary also submitted the names 
of the various balls and their differences 
in weight down to 10ths of a gram.

RALEIGH, N. C., July 20.—More than 
50 coin-machine distributors and op- 
erators gathered here last week and or- 
ganized the North Carolina Automatic 
Music Association. L. B. McCormick, of 
Greenville, N. C., was elected president. 


Meeting in morning and afternoon 
sessions at the Sir Walter Hotel, the 
coin-machine men formed their organ- 
ization after hearing C. S. Darling, of 
Chicago, secretary of the national 
group with which the North Carolina 
association now is affiliated, explain the 
Purposes and benefits of a co-operative, 
co-ordinating organization. 


With the lever type of slot machine 
barred from the State by legislative 
measures, the skill coin games are being 
licensed in practically every section of 
the State, it was explained at the meet- 
ing.

License Best 
Plan for City 


AURORA, IIL, July 20.—In the city 
of Aurora. where the progressive Stoner 
Corporation has done so much to create 
good will for pinball, The Aurora News 
had the following to say editorially in 
its issue of July 3: 


“The city council acted with good 
sense and in the public interest when 
it moved to enact an ordinance licens- 
ing so-called pinball machines and such 
other machines as come within the law. 


“With the operators of the machines 
paying a license there will be revenue 
for the city, not “protection money” for 
collectors posing eas persons having in- 
fluence with city or county administra- 
tions. 

“If there are operators who don’t 
obey a license ordinance their permits 
can be taken away immediately. They 
can also be prosecuted. The machines 
confiscated. 

“Madison, Waukegan and a number 
of other cities have passed such laws. 
In Madison the law has worked well, 
it is said. From Waukegan no reports 
have been received as it was but a few 
days since that the ordinance was 
enacted. The aim of the statutes every- 
body can see is good. It contemplates 


Editor Comments 


On Oklahoma Law 


CORPUS CHRISTI, July 20.—The 
Corpus Christi Caller, local newspaper, 
recently commented, in part, on the 
license law in Oklahoma as follows: 


“MAKING THEM PAY. Oklahoma 
seems to have recognized the fact that 
as far as the coin machines are con- 
cerned it is better to legalize them and 
make them pay a high price for their 
legality than to attempt to outlaw them. 
Experience has taught Oklahoma offi- 
cers that it is well nigh impossible to 
eliminate the slot machine. A law, ef- 
fective July 29, will collect a tax from 
an estimated 5,000 machines in the 
State. 

“An occupation tax of $250 for from 
one to 25 machines will be charged. 
In addition there will be an additional 
tax of $20 on each slot machine and 
$12 on each marble board. The law 1s 
so written as to prevent machines op- 
erating in any county except that in 
which the occupation tax is paid. Thus 
if an operator has 19 machines in one 
county and 15 in another he must pay 
not One tax but two or a total of $500. 
In addition to this the community in 
which the machines operate may collect 
$60 on each nickel machine, $15 on 
each penny machine or $12 on each 
marble game. The law also contains 
a clause which automatically cancels 
the permit whenever a minor plays a 
machine. 

“Slot machines are both illegal and 
plentiful in Texas. They grace lunch 
counters, bars and specially constructed 
shelves in thousands of establishments 
in scores of towns. Like liquor, they 
appear to be tolerated because the pub- 
lic wants them. Like liquor, too, slot 
machines are likely to lead to corrup- 
tion of law. enforcement bodies and 
create disrespect for the law. 


“Our legislators would do well to 
recognize the inevitability of certain 
evils and attempt to cope with them 
thru control measures instead of naively 
assuming that outlawing them elimi- 
nates them. 

“Marble games haye been subject to 
taxes in Texas despite the fact that 
there is a grave doubt as to the legality 
of some varieties. The legislation of 
slot machines might logically follow. 
The same law that levied the tax could 
contain provisions that would prevent 
minors having access to the machines 
and keep them a _ certain distance 
from churches and schools. Such a law 
should aid materially in filling the 
State’s coffers and save money now 
being spent in attempts to enforce. the 
law and in trying test cases in courts.”

the establishment of a local coin-ma- 
chine association. Following weeks of 
deliberation among themselves the capi- 
tal city operators have come to the con- 
clusion that the benefits to be derived 
from the establishment of an associa- 
tion with legal representation, as well 
as an organized publicity staff, will help 
tremendously the perpetuation of the 
industry in the District of Columbia. 

Due to the fact that several of the 
operators are out of the city at the pres- 
ent time, it is impossible to give the ex- 
act date or place for the initial meeting 
other than that it will take place the 
week of July 22. Capital city operators, 
however, will be duly notified as to the 
exact place and date.

The Prince Georges affair is regarded 
by observers here as a shining example 
for the crying need of a proper interpre- 
tation of the pinball game in the pub- 
lic mind. It was further stated by one 
observer that when a blundering of- 
ficial can come in and order the imme- 
diate withdrawal of a pinball game with- 
out giving any consideration as t0 
whether he’s right or wrong “it’s high 
time something was done.” 

The state attorney’s statement should 
leave no question as to the legality of 
the pinball game, and it should be more

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Baltimore Case 


Off Until Fall —. 


BALTIMORE, July 20.—The trial on 
conspiracy charges against four local 
coinmen for violating the gambling 
laws July 15 resulted in another post- 
ponement until fall. Two previous 
jury trials have failed to agree. Fol- 
lowing the postponement two judges of 
the Criminal Court and the State’s at- 
torney issued a letter to Police Com- 
missioner Gaither requesting the seizure 
of various types of machines, including 
diggers and straight pinball games. 


Baltimore newspapers featured the 
seizure story in front-page streamers. 
The opposition of members of the 
judiciary to pinball games has been a 
source of consternation to local coin- 
men. Both houses of the Legislature 
recently passed a bill for licensing pin- 
ball and digger machines by good ma- 
jorities. But judges of the Supreme 
Court in Baltimore took the unprece- 
Gented step of issuing an open letter 
to the governor against the bill, which 
probably led to its veto. 


When Commissioner Gaither received 
the request from the judges to seize all 
games he replied by letter and local 
newspapers devoted liberal space to the 
reasons why Gaither declined to seize 
pinball and digger machines. A review 
of legal decisions involved was also pub- 
lished by The Baltimore Sun. 


According to The Sun, Police Commis. 
sioner Gaither advised Chief Judge 
Samuel K. Dennis and Judge Albert §S. J. 
Owens, of the Supreme Bench of Balti- 
more, that he interpreted their seiz- 
ure order of last Monday to mean that 
he is “to seize all gambling devices 
which have been judicially declared to 
be such or which are clearly such.” | 

The commissioner stated, however, 
that he could not see his way clear to 
order police officers to make wholesale 
seizures and wholesale arrests in con- 
nection with the operation of claw ma- 
chines and pinball machines pending a 
judicial determination as to whether 
these types of machines are gambling 
devices. 

In a letter to the commissioner last 
Monday Judges Dennis and Owens, with 
the concurrence of State’s Attorney J. 
Bernard Wells, called attention to the 
fact that there are in operation in the

city “several thousand automatic token 
vending machines, slot machines, claw 
machines, pinball machines and other 
gambling devices.” 


They directed the commissioner to 
“seize all such machines wherever they 
are to be found within the city,” and 
to “arrest the operators thereof and the 
owners when known.” 


At the same time the court informed 
Commissioner Gaither that a _ case 
against the proprietors of “Sportland,” 
charging conspiracy to violate the 
gambling laws thru the operation of 
coin machines, had been postponed 
until fall. 


Commissioner Replies 


In replying to this communication, 
Commissioner Gaither wrote to Chief 
Judge Dennis and Judge Owens: 

“I regret very much that the case 
against the proprietors of Sportland was 
postponed until the fall, as I was await- 
ing the decision of the court in that 
case in order to determine what further 
activities the police department should 
take against claw machines and pinball 
machines. The traversers in the Sport- 
land case were operating both claw ma- 
chines and pinball machines and there- 
fore the decision of the court as to these 
types of machines would determine 
whether these machines were gambling 
devices or not. 

“Insofar as slot machines are con- 
cerned and other gambling devices as 
set forth in your letter, the police de 
partment has always arrested and 
prosecuted persons responsible for the 
operation of these devices. They are 
purely gambling devices. 

“Insofar as claw machines and pinball 
machines are concerned, the difficulty is 
that these have not as yet been classi- 
fied by any judicial decision in Mary- 
land which I know of as gambling 
devices. Until they are so classified I 
am controlled by the decision in the 
case of Soper vs. Michal (125 Md., 542). 


P. $.—You can make the “big time” quicker with recommended games. 


I have not, of course, overlooked the 
case of Gaither vs. Cate (156 Md., 254), 
but that case limits its scope to gam- 
bling devices, and the thing which I 
am waiting for is a judicial determina- 
tion as to whether claw machines and 
pinball machines are per se gambling 
devices. 


“It is clear to me that if there’s a 
‘payoff’ from pinball machines a viola- 
tion of the law occurs, and the depart- 
ment has made arrests in every such 
case where there was a ‘payoff,’ and 
some of these cases are now pending in 
the Criminal Court of Baltimore. More 
than that, the department had seized 
such machines and they are now held in 
the property room of the department as 
evidence of gambling, and upon con- 
viction of the operators thereof these 
machines will be confiscated and de- 
stroyed. 


Interprets Letter 


“I interpret your letter to me that 
I am to seize all gambling devices which 
have been judicially declared to be such 
or which are clearly such. This I am 
willing and anxious to do. I fear, how- 
ever, that should I seize any machine 
which is not clearly and definitely a 
gambling machine I might subject the 
officers making the seizure and myself 
to an action in damages. For that 
reason I cannot see My way clear to 


Minnesota Ops Get Official Proof 
Defending Balls Used in Machines 


Minnesota Skill Game Operators’ As- 
sociation must be given credit for an- 
other intelligent plan of defense, in ad- 
dition to the many other aggressive 
steps taken by the organization. One 
of the arguments being used in court 
to prove that pinball is not a game of 
skill is to show that the balls used vary 
in weight. The contention of coinmen 
has been that pinball has practically the 
same elements of skill and the same ele- 
ments of chance as baseball, golf, etc. 
The Minnesota organization now has the 
official record of the State supervisor of 
weights to prove its contention. 


To the Editor: “The inclosed article 
appeared on the front page of The St. 
Paul Daily News July 12. Immediately 
we had taken over to the State super- 
visor of scales one box of pool balls, 
one box of Spaulding baseballs, two 
Wright & Ditson bullet golf balls, two 
Spaulding Par-Flite. 

“We feel that you will be very much 
interested to note the inclosed copy of 
the scale inspector’s report that there 
were no two balls in a set of pool 
balls that weighed the same. Nor were 
there any two baseballs or golf balls that 
weighed the same, with the variance in 
weight being considerably more than the 
variance in weight in the balls used in 
the pin game. 

“We suggest that you reprint the ar- 
ticle together with the entire report of 
the State supervisor for the benefit of 
other associations thruout the United 
States."—J. D. Leary, president Minne- 
sota Skill Game Operators’ Association, 
Minneapolis. 

The news story from The St. Paul 
Daily News is as follows: 


“PINBALLS VARY: IN WEIGHT; 
SKILL SEEN AS SMALL FACTOR. Pin- 
ball Addicts Take Note. City Prosecutor 
Irving Gotlieb, in preparing a defense 
to an action brought by pinball machine 
operators to enjoin Commissioner of 
Public Safety H. E. Warren from seizing 
the devices, has had Herman Schoberg, 
in charge of the bacterological labora- 
tory for the city, test the balls for 
weight. 


“Mr. Schoberg has found that weight 
of the balls varies considerably. 


“Which indicates, says Mr. Gotlieb, 
that if balls are fired with the same de- 
gree of skill the results are not apt to 
be the same and indicates further that 
skill is negligible and chance consider- 
able in winning. 

“Mr. Gotlieb intended so to argue 
when the case was called at 2 p.m. to- 
day in Ramsey County District Court 
or on the day to which it is continued, 
and to support him will have an affi- 
davit signed by Mr. Schoberg.” 


Report of the scale inspector’s extra 
report to State supervisor of scales was 
made on July 15, 1935, and signed by 
Klentrup, State scale inspector. This 
report showed the following variations 
in weight of pool balls, baseballs, etc., 
taken from standard packages in retail 
stores:

order the men under my command to 
make wholesale seizures of machines 
unless I feel that they have the right, 
under the law, to make such seizures. 


“Therefore I have withheld making 
wholesale seizures and wholesale arrests 
pending a judicial determination of the 
two types of machines mentioned above. 
I have, however, presented test cases 
and if the court should determine that 
these machines are per se gambling de- 
vices I shall follow the decision of the 
court promptly.” 

The list of cases compiled by Mr. 
Wells showed that convictions or pleas 
of guilty were obtained in 14 cases in- 
volving marble or pinball games, while 
two charges involving such machines 
resulted in verdicts of not guilty by 
juries. The list also showed that 18 
cases involving the operation of slot 
machines had been before the court 
since January, with convictions or pleas 
of guilty in all 18 cases. 


The two Court of Appeals decisions 
referred to in Commissioner Gaither’s 
letter both concerned the type of slot 
machine which generally has resulted in 
guilty pleas or verdicts in court hear- 
ings. And neither of the cases actually 
considered the present type of pinball 
or claw machines. 


The case of Soper vs. Michal, 123 
Maryland 542, was decided in 1914, the 
opinion being written by the late Judge 
Henry Stockbridge. The case involved 
the seizure of 98 slot machines and a 
roulette wheel by the old Board of 
Police Commissioners, consisting of 
present Federal Judge Morris A. Soper, 
Alfred S. Niles and Daniel C. Ammidon. 
Frank Michal, from whose storehouse 
the machines had been taken, brought 
replevin proceedings, which were heard 
in the Superior Court before Judge 
Charles W. Heuisler, who ordered the 
return of the machines. The Police 
Commissioner appealed, being repre- 
sented by Robert F. Stanton, now judge. 
Judge Owens, then practicing criminal 
law, was one of the attorneys for Michal. 


The Appellate Court declared that the 
seized property was all such as was 
possible to use for gambling and some 
of it was “susceptible of no other use.” 
However, the court pointed out that 
there was no evidence that the ma- 
chines had been used for gambling pur- 
poses by Michal. The court declared 
that the Police Commissioner's conten- 
tion that all such machines were malum 
per se and therefore liable to confisca- 
tion was “too broad for this court to 
adopt.” 


The court adopted its language in the 
former appeal case of Police Commis- 
sioners vs. Wagner, to the effect: “Until 
it has been shown before the proper 
tribunal that it (a slot machine) was 
designed to be put or has been put to 
an illegal use, it may not be seized as 
a preventative measure.” The 1914 de- 
cision denied the right of the police 
“summarily to seize and retain” possible 
gambling machines “as a matter of pre- 
ventative justice’’ unless it was shown 
that the machines had been used for 
gambling. 


The Other Case 


The other case referred to in the 
Police Commissioner’s letter, being the 
appeal entitled Police Commissioner 
Charles D. Gaither vs. Frank Cate, de- 
cided in 1929, involved an injunction 
suit brought by Cate, owner of about 
100 slot machines, to prevent the Police 
Commissioner from seizing such ma- 
chines. Judge Eugene O’Dunne in Cir- 
cuit Court granted the requested tem- 
porary injunction but was reversed on 
appeal. 


The higher court pointed out that the 
code of Maryland laws provides that the 
“courts shall construe” the gambling 
laws “liberally” so as to prevent the 
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mischiefs 
against. 

Holding that the mint-vending slot 
machines figuring in that case were, in 
the court's opinion, intended to be used 
at least partly for gambling purposes, 
the court held that as a court of equity 
considering the appeal it could not use 
its injunctive functions in the case.

children, a surprise for their husbands 
or something for themselves or for the 
home. 


This attitude which the sportland 
owners have assumed has greatly bene- 
fited the business. Women are begin- 
ning to feel just as much at home in 
New York’s sportlands as do the men. 
From the smallest to the largest the 
sportland owner strives for this type of 
patronage and caters to it in even 
greater fashion than he does to the men. 


The influence which women seem to 
have on each sportland is enlightening. 
The players become more gentlemanly 
in their speech and action.

Because of woman patronage sport- 
lands today feature complete lines of 
groceries. Leading brands of coffee, 
sugar, jams and other groceries in the 
canned lines, household utensils of 
every sort ranging from paring knives 
to large double broilers, electric re- 
frigerators and washing machines. Elec- 
trical household equipment of every sort 
is especially well displayed for the 
women. And for the younger women 
shoes, hosiery and lingerie certificates 
are arranged for with leading stores. 
Even beauty-parlor treatments have 
been arranged for, with certificates for 
certain amounts granted for a certain 
number of points. 


Decidedly different to any other form 
of indoor entertainment is the sport- 
land because of the unique manner in 
which women have accepted it and the 
manner in which they continue to in- 
crease in numbers until they are, in 
many spots, equal to the number of 
men. It has also been discovered by 
the sportland owners that women can 
be just as fussy as men about their 
scores and are just as proud when some 
floor manager calls out their name as a 
high-point scorer after successful play.

eral meeting of the National Association 
of Coin-Operated Machine Manufactur- 
ers. 
The manufacture and sale of amuse- 


ment tables is one of the newest and 
youngest industries in the country. Yet 
in the four or five years of its existence 
the industry has developed into a very 
lusty infant among manufacturing in- 
dustries—"“a depression phenomenon,” in 
the words of a recent issue of The New 
York Times. 


In these few years of constant growth 
the public has evinced such a keen, con- 
tinued and growing interest in the wide 
variety of amusement tables as a satis- 
fying form of entertainment that there 
is every reason to believe the manufac- 
ture, distribution and operation of 
amusement tables will become an indus- 
try of relative permanence and impor- 
tance. 

Those who have profited in the past 
from this industry may, by pursuing 
sound business and public policies, ex- 
pect to continue to profit. 

A most encouraging sign is the ready 
approval, after discussion and comment, 
of various important items of a proposed 
program of Amusement Table Division 
activities which was mailed to members 
of this division early in July and acted 
on at the July 18 meeting. 

One of the items which was emphasized 
as particularly important was the con- 
tinuation on an enlarged and more ef- 
fective scale of the Legal and Advisory 
Bureau. 

Prior to 1935 there were practically no 
State laws affecting amusement tables 
which had been written since the be- 
ginning of the amusement table indus- 
try. The interpretation and application 
of old laws to the operation oi amuse- 
ment tables, together with the iack of 
legal precedents and the inexperience of 
local attorneys in handing such cases, 
have resulted in a questionable legal 
status in various localities. 

The continued interpretation and ap- 
plication of old laws, together with fram- 
ing and passage of new laws affecting 
amusement tables, during the next year 
or two, will determine to a large extent 
what the legal status of amusement tables 
is going to be and what volume of busi- 
ness manufacturers, joboders, distributors 
and operators may expect to obtain in 
the future. 

For these reasons special emphasis was 
placed at this meeting on the need for 
continuing and enlarging the legal and 
advisory bureau activities. 

The manufacturers particularly point 
out to operators, jobbers and distributors 
the danger of hasty legal action, or of 
any legal action without thoroly com- 
petent local counsel and in all cases, 
which may go to higher courts, get the 
approval by NACOMM’s counsel of de- 
tailed plans for such action. 

The legal and advisory bureau of the 
Amusement Table Division will continue 
to collect, study and classify laws, ordi- 
nances and decisions regarding operation 
and taxation of amusement tables and 
so far as possible will provide informa- 
tion and advice to operators or operators’ 
associations upon request. 

A careful watch will also be made on 
any proposed State or national legisla- 
tion affecting amusement tables, and 
contacts will be maintained with local 
cperators, jobbers and dis*tributors where 
such legislation is proposed. 

Another activity receiving the approval 
of the Givision was a program of pub- 
licity and public relations, the details of 
which will be developed and approved 
by the Amusement Table Division Ex- 
ecutive Committee which was elected at 
the meeting. This committee consists of 
O. D. Jennings, I.. J. Kelly, M. Gensburg, 
R. T. Moloney and D. C. Rockola. The 
committee will direct the activities of 
the Amusement Table Division, which 
will be carried out by the secretary, C. 5. 
Darling.

Big corporations 
are spending thousands of dollars in 
radio and publication advertising to 
announce letter-writing contests, the 
letters to deal with some or all quali- 
ties of a product they manufacture. 
These contests have proved to be a val- 
uable way in which to popularize a 
product, 


Why not a letter-writing contest on 
“Why I Like to Play Pinball?” That 
is the plan suggested herewith. It is 
to be instituted by a city or State op- 
erator’s organization, to include the co- 
operation of merchants and the use of 
at least $500 in prizes. The norinc’pal 
necessity is to suggest rules for con- 
ducting the contest and it is felt the 
idea will then appear clear to all. So 
the following rules and suggestions are 
made for actually conducting a local 
letter-writing contest on “Why I Like 
to Play Pinball.” 


PINBALL LETTER-WRITING CON- 
TEST. RULES — REGULATIONS — RE- 
QUIREMENTS: 

1. After considering this plan thoroly, 
it is recommended that a general meet- 
ing of all members of your association 
be called. It is also important that 
every operator who is not now a mem- 
ber of your association be urged to at- 
tend this general meeting, because 
when non-member operators learn what 
your association proposes to do it is

certain that they will join and become 
active members. 

2. Your association will select a prize 
contest committee, consisting of about 
three of your members. These members 
need not be the largest operators in 
your association, but they should be 
men who are capable of approaching 
business men’s organizations, public of- 
ficials, mewspaper publishers, etc. It 
probably will be necessary for various 
other committees to be organized for 
the purpose of getting the plan into op- 
eration and this committee should func- 
tion as a unit. 


3. Briefly, this plan consists of a 
prize-letter contest. It is proposed that 
$500 in cash and merchandise be dis- 
tributed to those parties, who in the 
estimation of the judges, write the best 
letter of 50 words or less on “Why I 
Like to Play Pinball Games.” 

(Samples of proposed entry blanks, 
window streamers and other printed 
matter necessary for the proper conduct 
of this contest may be published later 
if the plan appeals to the trade.) 


4. Your committee of three will ap- 
proach the local business men’s associa- 
tion or merchants’ association or cham- 
ber of commerce or other similar body. 
They will deposit with the merchants’ 
association or other body which is se- 
lected $500. This is to assure that all 
winners will be taken care of imme- 
diately after the contest is finished. It 
also gets the merchants’ association be- 
hind your program and it enables your 
committee to explain to the merchants’ 
association the amount of good skill 
games have created for all of the mer- 
chants thruout the city. The commit- 
tee can then have the merchants’ asso- 
ciation assist them in selecting judges 
who will judge the letters. 

5. The judges should be men of prom- 
inence in the community—possibly 
secretary of the chamber of commerce, 
secretary of the Kiwanis Club, the 
Eagles, the Elks, American Legion, 
Knights of Columbus, etc., or where 
possible a principal of a local high 
school. It would be well to have some 
woman of promfnence to also act with 


.the judges. 


6. As you contact each who 
agrees to act as judge explain to them 
that your association will not ask them 
to judge every letter that comes in but 
that your own clerical help will get 
together the best 75 or 100 letters and 
that all the judges need to do then is 
glance over these 100, so that the work 
should not consume but a few minutes 
of their time. After this co-operation 
of the judges, the association could 
offer to give them without cost a game 
which they can use in their own homes. 

7. The committee secures the serv- 
ices of a judge. The committee should 
secure a signed statement from that 
party—this statement to read as fol- 
lows: 

“I am happy to co-operate with the 
business men of the community in con- 
ducting the letter-writing contest “Why 
I Like to Play Pinball Games,” and will 
give my services in judging the various 
letters which are received.” 

It is important that you get this 
signed statement so that you will be 
allowed to use the judge’s name and 
prevent any miscarriage of your plans. 

8. At the conclusion of the associa- 
tion meeting, decide upon how you are 
going to raise money and the amount 
of money that you believe is necessary 
to conduct. the campaign. Have all of 
the operators present agree to their 
proportionate share and if it is impos- 
sible for them to make their complete 
donation at the time of the meeting 
get some payment from them and then 
have the operators sign the following 
receipt: 

lee sevccccccccccee agree to the 
letter-writing publicity plan and will 
pay my proportionate share, which is 
seeceececess-GOllars, I pay herewith 
seeeeceeeeees-GOllars and will pay the 
I Oro adcecsaniteecct .-dollars on 
cesece . date.” 

9. NEWSPAPER ADS. Space in all 
local newspapers should be contracted 
for to be used in announcing the con- 
test as well as for announcing the win- 
ners of the contest. The size of the 
ads can be decided upon by the com- 
mittee, but must not be less than a 
$50 space and no newspaper should be 
slighted. Newspaper ads will state 
among other things: “Get entry blanks 
free from your merchant.” This pleases 
the location owner and serves as an- 


other forward step in making the loca- 
tion owner a real friend and co-partner 
in your business. 


10. NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY. In view 
of the advertising which you will place 
in the local newspapers, it will not be 
difficult to get favorable newspaper 
publicity and stories regarding the con- 
test should be furnished the newspapers 
and, coincidentally, these stories should 
include some material pertaining to the 
bigness of the industry and the number 
of people who are dependent on the 
coin-machine branch of the amusement 
world for their livelihood. This pub- 
licity material should bring out, like- 
wise, the fact that a great many mer- 
chants consider coin-operated amuse- 
ment machines as part of the necessary 
equipment for their establishments, 
same as soda fountains, weighing scales, 
etc. The Billboard and other trade 
papers will furnish editorial and pub- 
licity help without cost to operator’s 
organizations promoting the contest, 
and in many instances complete stories 
with pictures and newspaper mats 
showing prominent people playing pin 
games, will be supplied. 


11. EASY AND SIMPLE METHOD OF 
FINANCING CONTEST. Each operator 
will pledge himself to purchase a cer- 
tain quantity of entry blanks according 
to the number of locations on his route. 
Entry blanks will then be sold to the 
operators by the operators’ association 
for distribution to their location owners. 
You will arrive at the price of these 
entry blanks by first estimating the $500 
for the prize contest, the cost of the 
newspaper advertising, any secretarial 
expense that will be required and in the 
event that the local radio station is 
used to plug the contest, the cost of 
this, and all other items of expense will 
have to be totaled. In many cases the 
association may have sufficient money 
in its treasury to take care of the en- 
tire plan without additional assess- 
ments of its members being required. 
On the other hand, if it is deemed ad- 
visable to raise money by this method, 
then only those operators purchasing 
entry blanks will have the opportunity 
of cashing in with this publicity. You 
will have estimated the required num- 
ber of entry blanks for your locality. 
You will likewise know what the cost of 
the contest is going to be—therefore it 
is a simple matter for you to prorate 
the cost equitably on the basis of put- 
ting a price per 1,000 on the entry 
blanks to bring sufficient funds to cover 
expenses of the contest. By using this 
form of collection it makes the contest 
requirements fair for all operators. It 
is only natural to assume that the op- 
erator having 100 pieces in 75 locations 
will contribute more to the contest 
than an operator owning only 10 pieces 
in eight locations. If it is decided that 
each operator should purchase 1,000 
entry blanks for each of his locations— 
if the cost of the blank is $10 per 
1,000 and he has 10 locations, that 
would mean that his contribution to the 
contest would be $100. The man who 
had 100 locations would pay his same 
share and he would purchase 1,000 entry 
blanks for each location at $10 per 
1,000, his contribution would be $1,000. 
The cost of these blanks, however, will 
vary with the amount of the money 
pre-determined to be spent on the con- 
test and the number of operators co- 
operating in the plan. 


12. With this plan it should be an 
easy matter to get every operator in 
the locality co-operating with your as- 
sociation, because every location will 
want to have these entry blanks and 
window streamers and any operator who 
is not in a position to give his loca- 
tions these blanks or window streamers 
will be in danger of suffering the loss 
of his location. Accordingly, operators 
who are not now co-operating with your 
operators’ association certainly will be 
happy to do so when they realize the 
great benefit that they will derive from 
the contest. 


13. In addition to the general benefits 
which will result from window stream- 
ers and signs, it will create bigger busi- 
ness for the merchant because it will 
bring more customers into his store. 
The location owner in view of this ad- 
vertising will be more eager to co- 
operate in stimulating the play of the 
machines, with the result that there will 
be increased play and increased income 
for the operator as well as the location. 
The regular players of the machine will 


be happy to get a chance to particpate 
in the prize contest without being 
forced to make any additional purchase. 
The advertising in the local newspapers 
will further stimulate the activity of the 
location owner to greater co-operation. 
14. The entry blanks will carry the 
following copy: 
$500 IN PRIZES 
FOR THE BEST 50-WORD LETTERS 
RULES OF CONTEST—Merely write a 
letter on reverse side of this entry blank 
of not more than 50 words. Give rea- 
sons why you like to play pinball, the 
new coin-operated amusement games. 
Just use plain, simple words. Gram- 
mar, spelling and punctuation will not 
necessarily be the basis for selecting 
the winners. After all your ideas are 
what we want—not a demonstration of 
literary ability.

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THE EUROPEAN MARKET | 


By WILLIAM RABKIN, president In- 
ternational Mutoscope Reel Company, 
Inc. Reported by Billi Gersh. 


Mr. Rabkin has recently returned from 
a trip of two months in Europe, during 
which time he made a survey of market 
possibilities in the European field. He also 
made many photographs of coin machines, 
individuals and other interesting points in 
his tour of seven important countries. 
This is the first installment covering con- 
ditions of the European market and is 
without doubt one of the most complete 
surveys of the coin-machine field in 
Eurcpe ever to be published in the United 
States. The first installment reports 
chiefly on conditions in France. The 
articles represent the observations and 
opinions of Mr. Rabkin, known interna- 
tionally as the head of the Mutoscope 
firms. Later articles will report on trade 
conditions in Holland, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, Switzerland and the British Isles. 


PARIS—Because of the size of the 
countries of Europe it should be under- 
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stood that usually whatever the capital 
of each country decides from a legai 
standpoint regarding coin machines is 
followed by authorities in the smaller 
cities and communities. Also to be taken 
into consideration by the reader of these 
articles are the various characteristics of 
the Europeans. 


It is only within the last few years 
that France has come to accept the mod- 
ern coin machines as we know them in 
the United States. Europeans do not 
seek change as rapidly as do Americans 
and because of this characteristic there 
is somewhat of a museumlike atmos- 
phere to be met with regarding coin 
machines when traveling thruout the 
various countries. 


Pinball Situation 


For some undefinable and peculiar 
reasoning of the Paris Prefecture of 
Police pin games are considered illegal 
if the boards have any numbers on 
them. By this is meant the numbers 
which are found alongside the holes on 
all the pin-game boards in this country. 
But perfectly legal are the jigsaw puzzle 
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games with automatic payouts. There 
are no numbers, or scores as we call 
them, appearing on the jigsaw itself. 
These have been washed away. Instead, 
the payoff comes when either the entire 
puzzle is closed or parts of it are closed 
by the players. 

The payout is in the form of a small 
brass check exchangable in trade for not 
more than three times the value of the 
coin inserted in the machine. At no 
time can the payout be greater than 75 
centimes. The 25-cerntime coin is used 
to play the pin games, its present value 
in our money is about 2 cents, there- 
fore the greatest payout that the player 
can get is about 6 cents. 

Because of these restrictions im 
upon the operators by the police the 
pin games in France are a complete 
washup. And to add to these troubles 
the operators are being constantly 
persecuted by the police, with some of 
the most peculiar reasons being offered 
as excuses. 


Counter Games 


There being thousands of cafes 
thruout Paris as well as the rest of 
France and since these are the places 
where the populace congregates, they are 
therefore the best locations for the oper- 
ators. In these places the operators are 
using, instead of pin games, small auto. 
matic pay-out gambling machines of a 
type long outmoded here. They are all 
based upon a whirling wheel wherein 
the colors are the payoff when matched 
top and bottom. These small automatic 
payoff counter games are also subject to 
the same method of operation as the pin 
games—they can only pay off no more 
than three to one to the players. But 
being so much cheaper than the pin 
games they are used in their stead and 
are probably just as profitable because 
of the restrictions placed upon both 
types of games. 
/ Diggers 

At present the most popular coin- 
operated equipment in France is the 
diggers. There are so many different 
makes at the present time that the 
situation is rather bewildering. The 
diggers are declared legal to a certain 
extent. They have been tested many 
times and have been found to depend 
upon skillful manipulation. Because of 
this fact the police are not interfering 
with their operation, but as yet have 
not issued any licenses for them. 

At the present time it is estimated 
that there are approximately 2,000 dig- 
gers in operation in Paris alone. Com- 
paring this to the 700 diggers which are 
said to be in operation in New York 
City, one begins to see the importance 
of this machine in the French market. 
It seems that everybody is in the digger 
business. 

The experiences which the American 
digger operators have already undergone 
are now first being discovered by the 
French operators. As stated before, Paris 
actually being a city of cafes, all the 
better operators place their machines on 
these locations. Here the old story is 
retold all over again—the operators with 
the better machines and the better 
merchandise are the ones that get a 
profitable play, the other operators using 
cheap French-made imitations of the 
American diggers and also using cheap 
slum merchandise are not getting the 


play and are not earning any money. 
Where American operators have learned 
that only the finest diggers can be use 
to gain continuous interest from the 
public and that only the best mer- 
chandise should be used, our French 
brothers have still much to learn about 
digger machine operating. 

Because of the tremendous number of 
imitations being made by small French 
factories and because of the large num- 
ber of men who have entered into the 
business and know very little about it, 
using cheap merchandise and even worse 
tactics, the entire digger business has 
been hurt. It is but natural to expect 
that many will go broke and many will 
leave the business disgusted with it. 
Once the pandemonium has cleared 
away it is believed that those operators 
who will remain and will udopt the 
methods of the American digger oper- 
ators will cause the industry to begin its 
first real ascent. There is no doubt that 
the French public likes the machines, 
but to continue present tactics with 
cheap imitation machines will kill the 
entire business, 


Duty 

Here is the real reason why the market 
has been flooded with so many cheap 
imitations manufactured by French fac- 
tories. The following tremendous pro- 
tective tariff imposed upon American- 
made products is what is helping to 
demoralize the entire digger market in 
France. (But it is to be stated to the 
credit of the better operators in France 
they are not being fooled by the cheap 
machines which are being built nor are 
they using the cheap merchandise others 
are displaying.) The duty per kilo (a 
kilo is about two pounds) is 23 francs. 
In our figures this would amount to 
about $1.70 duty for every two pounds 
of weight of machine shipped there. This 
duty is aside from the cost of freight, 
sales tax and other French taxes which 
are added to the duty. A rough tigure 
would be that it costs more than $1 per 
pound to ship any machine to France, 
or, to be on the safe side, the best. com- 
putation should be two and one-half 
times the original cost. In short, if a 
machine sells in the United States for 
#250, it would cost approximately $659 
to the Frenchman after paying duty 
and taxes to bring it into the country. 


Sportlands 


There are no sportlands in France as 
we know them. But there are many 
arcades using the regular arcade equip- 
ment. The reason for the lack of sport- 
lands is simply that prizes are not per- 
mitted for high scores as used on this 
Side of the Atlantic and therefore they 
could never pay. The arcades feature 
the regular arcade equipment. One of 
the most interesting features of the 
arcades are their numerous Mutoscope 
picture machines, but in Paris they fea- 
ture pictures of pulchritudinous fem- 
inine nudity which would never be al- 
lowed in this country. The cost to see 
the pictures is one franc (about seven 
cents at our present rate of exchange). 
These pictures, which no city in the 
United States would permit, are actually 
censored and passed by the Paris police. 
They show the complete nudes except 
for a peculiar ruling which forces the 
models to use small tho invisible loin 
cloths. The broadminded attitude of 
the Frenchmen in these matters is prob- 


ably the reason for the continued suc- 


cess of these picture machines. 

The largest arcade of its kind in Paris 
is owned by a former American organ 
manufacturer, Louis Berni, and his two 
partners, M. Faure and M. Forty. They 
operate under the trade name of Ker- 
messe Jak—the word Kermesse means 
arcade. This arcade is situated on the 
beautiful and popular Boulevarde des 
Italiens, one of the most famous boule- 
vardes in Paris. They have the regular 
line of arcade machines and feature 
about 30 Mutoscopes in their large place. 
But most interesting is the large circular 
pool in the very center of the arcade 
on which motorboat scooters are used. 
For payment of two francs the visitor 
can drive himself about the pond. 


New Amusement Centers 


One of the interesting sights in Paris 
are the new types of amusement centers 
using only coin-operated phonographs. 
Here the public can place a franc into 
the chute, apply earphones and listen to 
the phonograph record which is auto- 
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matically played when the coin is in- 
serted. After listening to tne record, if 
the person likes it, he can then go to 
the rear of the store and purchase it. 


The machines are very old in most 
cases and very large. Some of them ac- 
commodate more than 4C records at a 
time. The retail department in the rear 
of these spots seems tc be doing a very 
good business. As yet radio hasn't made 
very great inroads in France and is not 
popular. However, everyone seems to 
have a phonograph and naturally this is 
a means of purchasing only the records 
best liked. At the time of Mr. Rabkin’s 
visit the most popular record was The 
Isle of Capri. Some of the machines are 
actually built into the walls of the store. 


Other Automatic Equipment 


There are very few merchandise ma- 
chines in Paris. In fact, this applies to 
all of France. Scales are not at all 
noticeable and do not seem to be pop- 
ular. There are a limited number of 
slot machines under cover, but these are 
illegal and naturally persons operating 
such equipment are taking chances with 
the French police. 


Lotteries 


Yet, regardless of the peculiar attitude 
which the Paris Prefecture of Police 
has adopted regarding the odds to be 
paid out to players on coin-machine 
equipment, the French government 
widely advertises its lotteries. Stores 
everywhere feature posters. Everywhere, 
in fact, the lotteries are advertised and 
the odds are terrific. The card itself 
states: “Saisissez la Fortune” or “Seize 
a Fortune,” Loterie Nationale or Na- 
tional Lottery—and for a 100-franc lot- 
tery ticket one can win as high as 
10,000,000 francs. 
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The French Show 


Tho there have been some reports 
concerning the French Coin Machine 
Show, we believe that Mr. Rabkin’s re- 
port can be accepted in addition. 


There were a large number of new 
machines displayed of which he believes 
that the majority will never be manu- 
factured. A good many of these new 
machines were on, the style of the 
“fisherman” machiné. The regular boom 
of the digger machine is used, but in- 
stead of a claw there is a hook. A wire 
is placed around the merchandise and 
the idea is to hook the item and bring 
it up. The machine is novel and nat- 
urally gets play at first, but after ex- 
pending a few coins, French operators 
have told Mr. Rabkin, the public tires 
of the machine. The reason is simply 
that there isn't the suspense of digging 
away the candy, of grasping the mer- 
chandise and carrying it part way, as 
there is in the claw. The hook either 
misses or catches and this sudden ac- 
tion, lacking the interesting and neces- 
sary suspense, quickly tires the players. 
And, to add to the confusion, six dif- 
ferent manufacturers were showing the 
same type of machine. 


The convention was of moderate size. 
It was the first of its kind. M. Rene 
Godin is to be given a great deal of 
credit for the show and he believes thate 
future shows will attract greater atten- 
tion. He did a yeoman’s job getting this 
first show over. He is the publisher of 
The Revue de L’ Automatique. 


The hours of the show itself were 
short. It started at about 9:30 a.m. and 
lasted until 12 noon. From 12 until 2 
p.m. the show was closed due to the 
French characteristic of the importance 
of the noontime meal. The show con- 
tinued after 2 p.m. and lasted until 6 
p.m. and once again everyone went out 
to enjoy his dinner. After 6 p.m. no on 
works in Paris. They hie themselves to 
the nearest cafe and so spend the rest 
of the evening until bedtime. 


One humorous experience Mr. Rabkin 
had during the show was the arrival of 
his machines during the lunch hour. 
They were delivered as far as the side- 
walk. He then engaged porters to carry 
the machines from the sidewalk to his 
booth. But, regardless of all his per- 
suasiveness and his offer of a _ tre- 
mendously large tip, more than 10 
times the regular salary of the porters, 
they absolutely refused to carry the ma- 
chines to his booth during the lunch 
hours of from noon until 2 p.m., and 
he was forced to let them remain in the 


It can also be reported that the 
Mutoscope booth was the most popular 
at the show, with the operators con- 
tinually about the games. American 
games are considered the finest made by 
the French operators.

Company, Dubuque, Ia., visited the city 
and purchased several types of ma- 
chines. 


Claim New Color Scheme 


CHICAGO, July 20.—The manufac- 
turers claim for Texas Leaguer that it 
is the first counter game to employ a 
unique color award scheme which in- 
cludes seven colors. This system, per- 
mits operating in every territory, they 
state. 

The game is of the counter type and 
issues tickets on certain winning scores. 
The colored tickets are issued automati- 
cally and a chart for the location owner 
is furnished with the machine. The 
tickets have a humorous “fortune” 
printed on one side and there are no

Manufacturers 
Adopt Program 


CHICAGO, July 20.—A program of gen- 
eral association activities was approved 
by the National Association of Coin- 
Operated Machine Manufacturers at its 
quarterly meeting in Chicago July 18. 
This program was recommended by a 
committee which has been studying the 
problem for several weeks, consisting of 
L. J. Kelly, chairman; Harry Stoner and 
C. S. Darling, and the plan had been sub- 
mitted in writing to all the members 
prior to the meeting. 


Among the general association activi- 
ties approved were the direction of the 
Annual Coin Machine Show, continua- 
tion of the credit interchange which 
manufacturers report has greatly im- 
proved credit conditions within the in- 
dustry, compilation of industry statistics 
as required, questions of fair competition 
and other common industry problems, 
such as taxation, tariff and railroad rates. 


Tnese general and special service ac- 
tivities are to be carried on for the bene- 
fit of all members, including manufac- 
turers of merchandise machines, scales, 
phonographs, amusement” tadles and 
other industry products. In addition to 
these activities the NACOMM office pro- 
vides the headquarters for the planning 
and execution of special activities for the 
organized divisions of the association. 
The Amusement Table and Musical In- 
strument Divisions are already organized 
and working on special programs for the 
benefit of their members 


By-laws of the association were 
amended to provide for associate mem- 
bership to those with a direct interest 
in the industry who are not eligible to 


The adoption of this active and aggres- 
sive pregram of association work is to 
a large extent a direct result of the recent 
Supreme Court decision on NRA which 
eliminated all code activities in the in- 
dustry. 


Keeney Announces New 
2-Shot Payout Machine 


CHICAGO, July 20.—Jack Keeney, of 
J. H. Keeney & Company, announces 
production of the new two-ball auto- 
matic payout game 7-11 in two smart 
styles. Both models incorporate a 
principle of scoring that has never been 
used in coin-operated games until now. 
The 7-11 involves the shooting of the 
first ball into one of 16 numbered holes, 
and a follow-up shot into another hole 
to make their combined value total 
either 7 or 11. Numbers are so arranged 
that there are 20 ways to make 7 or 11 
on the board. In the straight auto- 
matic payout model the player receives 
éoins ranging from 2 to 20 in accord- 
ance with awards indicated on the 
award card. But the payout box may 
be locked and payouts made by the mer- 
chant if needs be, who in turn collects 
his awards from the payout box when- 
ever convenient.

A policeman seeing a car 
in a stall and the flag down may tag 
the car.

He said he saw no reason 
why there should be added a $56 burden 
to the marble games, which are doing 
all right now, just in order to get the 
privilege of running a heavy tax on slot 
machines.
